e. The removal of all private and personal controls over 
our monetary system* Power over the Ration's money belongs 
with the Congress* Depressions and other economic upheav¬ 
als are not faults of Capitalism, as the Canaunists would 
moke people believe, but of the ever-increasing controls be¬ 
ing exorcised over our money-system by political bureau¬ 
crats, international banking* and certain domestic manipul¬ 
ators of wealth* We axe of the opinion that such controls, 
if long continued, will result in a complete economic break¬ 
down, to be followed by a repudiation of the Tree Enter¬ 
prise system, and the substitution of a vicious State Soc¬ 
ialism.

d. A real and lasting solution of the whole racial problem 
in America, to be based upon justice for all concerned* It

Shall the American Flag be lowered and the flag of Russia take its place? 

This i3 the aim of the Communistic group at 260 South 15th Street. All who receive 
this letter, copy the same and send to your friends, church groups, and others, to 
warn them of the danger of the so-called Philadelphia Fellowship Commission which is 
sponsoring tho so-called Fair Employment Practices bill at Harrisburg. 

I went to this organization and asked them why they did not display tho Amer- ' 
ican Flag, and offered them ton dollars to put one up. The next day the ompty flag¬ 
staff was token down, proving they aro not Americans. When Communists were to be 
deported, aftor the Government proved they were out to overthrow our Government, 
groups from the above building paraded by the United States Immigration and Natur¬ 
alization office with placards ridiculing our Government.

Who’s who in thi3 group* Trowb ridge is President. He is alio the Pastor of 

St. Paul’s Church in Chestnut Hill. Every 'member of this Church whom I spoko with 
condemned his stand. Tho Bible says* "Ye ccnnot sorve God and mammon.” He gave me 
a look of scorn when I went into City Council protosting against a Philadelphia 
Fair Employment Practices ordinance. I was refused permission to speak against 
vhis un-constitutional bill by Gorman, a City Councilman. When I left the floor 
bearing tho American Flag, I was hooted at with catcalls and whistles. I was push¬ 
ed and shoved by these Communists. 

Judge Flood, Chairman of tho Philadelphia Fair Employment Practices Commission, 
to whom the Constitution, which guarantees all a speedy trial, means nothing. A 
woman charged with shooting her husband was before him. He remanded her to jail, 
stating* ”1 havo a previous important meeting for this date." The important meet¬ 
ing was to appoint a rabbi and another man to Fair Employment posts at C5»560 per 
year.

10. The hopes, shared by millions of good Anericons, that Acting- 
President, Harry 3. Truman, will obey the Constitution and de¬ 
tach himself from tho policies of the Hew Deal autocrats have taken 
a dofinite setback in view of his actions of tho past two months. It 
now should bo clear to everyone that Mr. Truman intends to revive the 
New Deal corpse (if it ever really was a corpse), but in such a sly 
manner as to deceive those who trusted hin. His recent plea in -favor 
of the $25 per week Unemployment Compensation bill is a fine example 
of a return to New Deal philanthropy— financed with the taxpayers 
money! While many hardworking Americana slave their lives away on 
£20, §21 and $22 per week, taxes which THEY BAY are to be ueed for 
providing those who do no work with a §25 weekly income! fcinoo the 
Communists also support this idiotic plan, their constant propaganda 
r.bout helping the 'producers of wealth' is shown as nothing more than 
t->ft-soap for the galleries, or, more crudely put, an outright lie! 
Neither Communism nor New Dealisn ever suggested a program of total 
recovery. Just the contrary, both groups have acted fearful lest a 
recovery should set in and their plans for socializing America die 
in the process. To socialize America, ono must keep America finan- 
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oially weak. Does anyone doubt that the funds needed for thiB $25-u- 
wcek plan will be hugo? Does anyone think that Mr. Truman Is going to 
pay this out of his own pocket? With America shouldering; an almost 
impossible unmount of debt, what right has the New Deal in plaaing an 
additional demand upon our national economy? If the bureaucrats will 
vacate Washington and return the nation to its rightful rulers- the 
American People -thero will be no need for this fabulous program of 
spending to produco prosperity. The American Capitalistic System, to¬ 
gether with its Frco Enterprise and Individual Initiative, is fully 
capable of providing 'full employment,' but not while it is hamstrung 
with New Deal rules, reflations and other tyrannical 'directives.» 

It is our opinion, however, that the Administration does not wish to 
soo Capitalism survive in America. Tho $25-a-week 'wage for idleness’ 
seems to be only the latest in a Bories of movos designed to weaken 
our domestic economy and render us 'rips' for socialization. High ta> 
burdens upon the shoulders of American businessmen and manufacturers; 
asinine plans for financing the future of ovory foreign nation on the 
earth; rofusal to deal firmly with labor union blackmail and violat¬ 
ion of property rights— all this and more points to a plannod prog¬ 
ram of ‘de-nationnlizing’ our economy. The purpose behind this may o 
may not bo the destruction of our oconomic life as a sovereign nation 
but such must be the ultimate result. Thorefore, instead of paying 
&25 per week to all idlo workars, why not strike at the root of unem¬ 
ployment and poverty? Instead of attempting to feed, clothe and shel¬ 
ter Europeans and Asians, why not concentrate upon the creation of a 
cruly Nationalistic Economy which will stimulate the full productive 
capacity of American Industry? Production is woalth; our future ec¬ 
onomy must be predicated upon that principle. To produco, however, 
cur .manufacturers must bo released from all bureaucratic hindrances; 
corporate taxes must not bo so high as to discourage the creation of 
nov7 enterprises or liquidate older ones; labor demands must be in ex¬ 
act proportion to prevailing economic conditions within Industry its¬ 
elf; and, finally, strikes and other disputes must not interfere with 
Industry’s reconversion to peacetime production. There are other im¬ 
portant points to bo covered, but if the abovo alone wore to be put 
into operation today, a year henoe tho results for good would be in 
evidence. 

America needs a Nationalistic Economy. 


11. Since the publication of our last issuo, Soviet Russia has pre 
oented its domands for territorial gain in North Africa. Wo d. 
not doubt that Stalin will get whatever ho wants, but it was thought 
by some Americans that appeasement ended at Munich: Apparently it 
was resurrected at Yalta! Russia’s aim Bhould now be clear to all. 
Stalin, tho ox-bank robber, is out to set up a vast colonial empire. 
Tho pretense is over. Even Mr. Molotov, the Soviet Ambassador, can¬ 
not oxplain the North African demand in terms of protecting Russian 
'home security, ’ which was the pretext for grabbing jor.rts of Finland 
ALL of tho tiny Baltlo States and establishing domination ever Rol¬ 
and and half a dozen other European nations. Russia is pressing for 
world communism, and Aaorican-mP.de planes, tanks and other implement 
of war may someday be used against us, just as American scrap-iron 
was used by Japan to build her war-nachine. Internationalism! 
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12. At approximately tho sons tino when our ’native * communists bo- 

can thoir latest attack upon Catholicisn, Josef Stalin, the nan 
v/ho ordered over 5 , 000,000 ChrietinnB ’liquidated 1 in Soviet Russia, 
was probably formulating hi8 plan for tho Polish break-off with the 
Catholic Church in the Vatican City. Tho Swiss radio recently quoted 
n Yteroaw dispatch to tho effect that tho Vatican had broken itB part 
of the Concordat (agreement) between itself and the Polish (Sovietiaed 
puppet) Govorhnent in \7arsaw. No one, however, can fail to see the 
hand of the ’Kremlin' behind this Polish move. Poland is 90# Catho¬ 
lic and, if the reader has ever conversed with any number of these pe¬ 
ople, ho knows their deeply religious nature— thoir sincere and pious 
lovo of their Creator and the Church in which they worship Him. That 
Poland has turned upon Christianity is as c* Q at a lie as was ever in¬ 
vented in Moscow, if the Vatican broke' its Concordat with Warsaw and 
the trait otb who now rule Poland, thon this was not an act against the 
Polish People, but against a small clique wETch has sold out to Stalin 
n and his League of the Godloss. (This League waB actually formed in 
Russia. It sponsored atheistic theatrical performances, published at¬ 
tacks upon ALL religions, and Generally acted to stamp out every trace 
of belief in a Suprene Beinn.) ' 

ITo ono need be a Catholic to foel a suroe of nausea at this latest 
attempt on the part of Bolshevism to destroy a people’s faith in God. 
\7e are of the Protestant Faith, but we will finht as one with all sin¬ 
cere Christians, no natter their Faith, when anti-Christian forces in¬ 
terpose. Many, if not noBt Americans feel the sane way, and that is 
why communists in this nation should procods- very slowly in picking up 
the Soviet party-lino on this issue. Christian parents will not stand 
idly by while atheism is beinc istilled into their ohildren by the 
savants' of Moscow. This is a Christian nation. It will remain sol 

But this does not furnish the reader with any concrete idea for the 
finht against atheism, so here a.re a few suggestions: 

1 . Remember that Communism, tho carrier of atheism, has taken 
up its abode in Hollywood. Y7atch the film industry for sinns of Red 
propaganda in coming motion-picture releases. Suspect all films of 
bo inf; subversive which in any way ridicule the institutions of Harri- 
r.f;o, the Church, the Home, or which you think nicht in any way bo in¬ 
jurious to the moral or religious upbrincinc of American Youth. Re¬ 
member that Communism is both a moral and social dissolvent- it mocks 
all traditions and idoals of a decent society. 

2 . Yftvtch the schools. Communism seeks to reach younc people, 
and the best method it has found to do this is thru education. Sus¬ 
pect any teacher who speaks against any of the traditional American 
ideals or institutions. 

The two eunnestions ftiven will, if followed by enouch American par¬ 
ents, &ct to brine to linht Communist activity in its two most favor¬ 
ed places. Come on, now, you real American mothers and dads- net out 
your moral yardsticks and measure the ideas be inn civen your cons and 
daunhters at the ’movies' and c.t school.. Try it for two weeks and 
see if you aren't disturbed. Those who are net parents minht do wc?l 
to review some of the notion pictures and current teachinns, then cry 
forminn croups to combat any dancers found. There is much that can 
be dono to stamp out Communism in the two places named, and in the 
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Inst issue we said that NATIONAL HtOGRES3 would serve as r. mediun thru 
which an active fight for Americanism might bo sponsored. As the in¬ 
itial step in this direction wo Bhall present, in the next issuo, a 
three page program of active resistance against the now menacing and 
increasing throat of DolshGvisn in America. This will be a program 
which may be -put into operation by small groups of Americana nil over 
the nation. It will be a lawful program, too, based upon the Consti¬ 
tutional right of every citizon to oppose, without violence, any org¬ 
anization or Group which ho or Bho believes to bo opposed to the best 
interests of America. Ono last word about this proGram: It will not 
involve any siaeablo outlay of money, but it will produce results/ 
7:vtch for it. 


13. One of the most obacone articles attacking Christian Nationalism 
Tony bo found on paGe 3, October issue of REAI25Rl{iL SCOPE. This 
diGost-type monthly is put out by Picture ScnapCo., 114 E. 32nd 3t., 
New York City. Its policy seems to be the smearing of all anti-New 
Dealers— including American ministers, businessmen and, of course, 
all Nationalists. Managing Editor is E. A. Pillar, author of tho vic¬ 
ious smear book TIME 30MB, while the Foreign Editor is listed as be¬ 
ing nono other than Johannes Steel, pro-Loftist newspaper and radio 
columnist, \7hile nantioninG •fascists' and 'fascist activity' in al¬ 
most, if not every issuo, READER'S 3C025 seams never to have heard of 
Communism, the Communist Party, the PftC, or othor Marxist groups. 

The newest and most immoral outburst mentioned above 1 b an eight- 
page nirticlo, THE PARANOID PLOT AGAINST AMERICA, by one Thomas E. 
Stone* upon whom we have no data. The crux of the message which this 
non has attemptod to put into the minds of AmerioanB is that American 
Christian Nationalism is beinG lod and followed by persons of unsound 
men talities and morals / Altho he places no $1, D. ’ behind hie name, 

Stono~proced.es to discourse upon 'paranoia,* a serious mental disord¬ 
er. and to insinuate that all who feel they have a holy or patriotic 
mission in life are, ipso facto, 'paranoids.' Such a definition, if 
taken seriously, would brand Washington,' Jefferson, Adams, Lincoln, 
and other great patriots as mental cases, since they each served a 
patriotic Cause. Christ died on the Cross for a Holy Cause, and Hr. 
3tone Imcws it; thus he acts to cast his vilo aspirsions upon the 
Character of Tho Deity/ Is there no depth oS indecency to which such 
man will refuse to go in their efforts to discredit sincere American 
Nationalists? Is nothinG holy to Buch men— not even The Saviour'B 
Name? 

Tho article seems, however, to be an almost perfect condensation of 
the book, I? GERMANY UTOURABEE?, by Richard H. Brickner, M.D. This 
book seekB to prove about 90J* of the German People mentally abnormal, 
but does not sink to tho obscene level of Stone's article, since it 
doos not touch upon moral fitness as does tho latter. Stone, begin¬ 
ning his hymn of hate with an account of a murdor which has no con¬ 
nection with his subject, ends with a call for the suppression of 
Nationalist publications and mental examinations for all woo commit 
acts of 'violence' or 'vandalism' in the co*iiT6 of persecuting an’*' 
'minority.' Now th is i s very strong language, so we arc going to 
sond a letter to READER'S 3C0IE, asking that LIr. Stono cits jnic in- 
cicient whore any of the Nationalists named in his article acoed no 
commit any 'violence * or 'vandalism' against a minority group or 
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mentor of such a group. The time to discredit theso absurd charges 
of the Minister' nature of Christian Nationalism is now, today. If 
Mr. Stone fails to give the data suggested, or if he conveniently for¬ 
gets to reply, we my consider his articlo Just so much more propagan¬ 
da invented to turn Americans acainst us. At any rate, llr. Stone ahd 
HEADERS SCOBS havo now toon presontod with their challenge to tack 
their 'stories* with PACTS.

14. The American Labor Party, well-known Communist front organizat¬ 
ion, has managed to get on tho ballot here in Philadelphia. The 
majority of Philadelphians are referring to this outfit as ‘The Dead 
linn's Party,* Binoe not a few of its petition-signers are resident® of 
cemeteries, vacant lots, empty houses and other like abodesl 

The A.L.P. will doubtlessly attempt to become a national party in 
time for the 1948 Elections, but not with any hope of winning any vic¬ 
tory at the polls. Its function will be that of a *balanoe-of-power* 
machine, possibly nominating many of the New Deal Democrats bb cand¬ 
idates on its own ticket. There iB also the possibility of a comp¬ 
lete split inside the Democratic Party. If thiB occurs, watch for a 
consolidated ‘labor party,’ to be composed of Comunists, New Dealers 
and A.L.P. leaders! Many ‘internationalist* Republicans, too, may be 
expect to Join this new outfit, but their action will only serve to 
purify the ranks of true Republicanism, since the Republican Ifcrty 
has always stood for a strong Nationalism and may soon return to this 
policy. If conditions shape up as indicated above, the best bet of 
the republican Party would be to form a coalition ticket, represent¬ 
ing all arti-New Deal forces. This could very well include the maj¬ 
ority of Southern Democrats who are as thoroly disgusted with events 
Cl the past twelve as anyone oould be. 


15. Another violation of our Constitution was effected by Acting- 
President Truman this week, when he presented U. DeGaulle, the 
French leader, with a C-54 air transport plane costing 0^50,000J It 
might be well to remind Mr. Truman that the money for that plane was 
r.ot paid out of his pocket or from the pocket of any New Deal leader, 
but that it was purchased with the hard-earned wages and salaries of 
the American taxpayers. Furthermore, the only authorized agenoy thru

remo rule of the American People, as exercised thru Congress, and not 
to act upon precedents set by a man who brought nothing but misery* 
anguish and death to a nation whioh wanted only ta live and prosper.

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B. SUBJECT'S ACTIVITY RESULTING FROM LISTING OF 
HIS ORGANIZATIONS BY THT ATTORNEY GENT.PAL 


Tho informant furnished a preliminary statement by liacF.'.RLJiJ to be released 
bn May 3, 1949 regarding tho appearance of tho Nationalist Action Leaguo 
and the Committco for Nationalist Action, both organizations having been 
under tho directorship of MacFARLAND, on the, supplemental list of sub¬ 
versive organizations released to the' press on April 27, 1949* %o follow¬ 
ing is a summary of that statement* 

"In view of tho fact the mombers of both organizations . re loj'al and 
patriotic citizons, whose solo purpose in organizing has been to oppose 
foreign entanglements and unconstitutional alterations in our fundamental 
-imcrican form of government," the Nationalist action League and the 
Committee for Nationalist Action authorized MacFARLAID to seek the 
removal of both organizations' names from tho list prepared in the offices 
of Attorney General CL'.RK. In view of the position taken by the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, IJacFARL'il'ID indicated that it was interestin' to note that 
prior to releasing his first edition of the publication, " Nationa l Progress" 
in 194-5, ho addressed statements to tho ..ttorncy General indicating“thrrb-- 
ho would send copies of tho publication for review, according to Ilr.cFARL’AH), 
a roply was received from a subordinate of this Department, stating that 
thoy wore not interested in receiving copies, 

UacFARL.ND advised in his statement that tho Committee for Nationalist 
Action operated for r. limited time during the democratic and Republican 
National Conventions of 1948, Following the adjournment of these 
Conventions, the Committco was dissolved, Tho inclusion of the Committco 1 s 
name on the list issued by the Department of Justico, is, according to 
UacFARL.ND, curious, in view of the fact that it has been out of existence 
for approximately ono yoar, 

MhoI'ARLlND stated that the Nationalist Action League was formed on Friday, 
October 29, 1948 and committed itsolf to the task of opposing by Constitutional 
means, the influences of Marxism, Communism, Socialism, Political Zionism, 
and ><orld *'cdcrationism, lie stated that the organization has given un¬ 
qualified support to the lawful republican form of government and advised 
that the League's entire efforts havo boon directed toward opposing doctrines. 
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idoologios and groups which have proved thcmsclvos hostile to the idoals 
of undivided loyalty to our nation* The appearance of the Natio nalist 
.'.ctio n League' as an allegedly subversive organization was a total*"and un¬ 
expected surpriso to members of tho League, sinco none cf the organizational 
members have ever boon questioned by tho Justico Department officials, 
nor have thoy been provided with the opportunity to submit a written or oral 
statonont of the aims and objectives of the group. 


On the basis of tho above, tho Lcaguo requests that its name and the name 
of its prcdocossor be removed from the allegedly subversive list, or 
that its Director bo granted an opportunity to present such evidence 
to the Dopartmont of Justico as tc accomplish this result. In conclusion, 
tho Lcaguo invited a ccmplotb investigation of its activities, by the 
Office of the -ttorncy General, the Federal Buro au of Investigation or 
the Houso Committee of Un-American Activities. (HV5-2-49) 


After tho reloase of the statement by HacFARIAHD denying the validity of 
tho allegations made in the subversive list prepared by. attorney General 
CL’.RK, MccFARLiND was advised on Hay 25th by PEYTON FORD in behalf of the 
Attorney General that the data submitted by liacF-.RLAND as an attachment to 
his stetonent was not sufficient to complete the removal of tho League cr 
the Committoo for Nationalist -cticn from their assigned Fascist classifica¬ 
tion, !lacFARLAND said that the reply also advised that Executive Ordor 
9035 undor which tho Attornoy General acted, provided no provisions for 
public hearing review cr investigation, as requested by HaeFARLA®. <1^^6/14/49 ) 


MaeFARLAND on May 26, 1949 in answer to this canm.unicr.tion, stated that 
he requested the attorney Gonoral to issue a Foderal warrant for his 
arrest and trial, in order that tho organiz ation s which ho represented might 
gain an opportunity to dofond thcnsolvcs, jH® 6-14-49) 

In addition to the ^ttorncy General's Offico, MaeFARLAND sought public 
hearing before the President 's Lo yalty Review Board and the House Committoo 
on Uh-Ancriccn Activities. ^^^6-14-49) 

Tho Juno 15, 1949 edition of Common aenso under the title "NAL Cleared by 
J00D Committee, ,r reflected that on Hay 25th in a letter addressed to his 
colleague. Representative JOHN BELL ILLLJJ3, the KencrabL- JOHN S. ./00D, 
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Chr.irman of the House Committee on Un-uimcr ican activities, stated that 
tho body which ho heads docs not hold the Nnticna 1 ist_Apj;ipn.. JjUAgua or 
the Cemraitteo for Nationalist --ction, both pubTicly libeled by the 
Uni tod Str.tos Attorney General’s Office on April 27 th, as boing either 
subversive or Fascist,

During august of 1949 tho National Blue Star Mothers indicated that thoy 
would again publish various nincographcd pamphlets something they had not 
dono for a poriod cf time, MacFAHLlND said that undoubtedly this had 
resulted from the fact that tho Blue Star Mothers were on poor terns with 
tho Nationalist action League, He folt that disagreements between tho 
organizations had resulted from tho league’s taking full credit for the 
various defects of the Fair Employment Practices Commission Legislation 
during recent months, (^^8/l/4 9 ) 



In early Novombor of 1949 MacFARIAND advised the informant that the -trouble 
betwoon tho Nationalist Action League and tho National Blue Star Mothers 
of --meric?. was continuing.

A further cause of disagreement was the fact that McGINLErY, editor of 
"Common Sense" had attempted to bill ilacFARLuKD for publication of 
Nationalist Action League news in "Common Sense", ^/According to MacF-RL-MD, 
!IcGIN£JSY wanted him to pay *10.00 for each one-half page spread. The 
subject indicated that he could obtain a one-half page in various publica¬ 
tions for this amount and felt that it did not indicate a true merger between 
groups. The same informant further advised that CCNDE MeGUTLEY ’/ms in disagree¬ 


ment with the subject regtyding cortain of his associates in Not York City, Tho

was made by the writer, and no information portaining to the Nationalist 
Action League was found thoroin. 


In Doccmbor of 1949 it was reported that the Nationalist -ction League 
was no longer allowed to meot at the Ahittier Hotel in Ph iladelphia and 
further that no new meeting placo had been located. (H^12/l4/49). 


Confidential Informants been contacted but wore unablo 
to advise of any meetings of tho Nationalist ,'4Ction League sinco November, 
1949« Tho same informants statod that thcro was no indication that the 




subject would reactivate his newspaper "N ationa l Progress". 

In January of 1949 tho subject bocano worried about rumors and gossip 
that rcachod him through various Nationalist sources concerning his character 
and associates, MacF—RIAND folt that those statements had originated with 
GERALD L. IC. SMITH and that the reason for the statements was that SMITH 


was not^in^accord with some of MaoF-RL.NDS associates in Nov/ York City. 




In Juno, 1949 MncFARLUTD indicated that GHiL.LD L. K. SiTTK had accused him 
of instituting a faction against 'tho Christian Nationalist Crusade# MhcFARLAND 
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denied any such action and felt that SUITE should .'ell realize that he 
i 7 ould cooperate v/ith him inasmuch as they were both interested in Nationalism.

In august, 1946 LfccF.JU.-ND shoivod the informant a letter that he had 
received which stated that the subject should get out of the Nationalist 
movement inasmuch as he was holding it bock. According to the informant, 
the anonymous letter asked the subjoct to take some friendly advice and 
leave things to persons who are more familiar with Nationalist activities.

III. SUBJECT'S ACTIVITY REGARDING ORGANIZATIONS 
IN OPPOSITION TO HIS BELIEFS. 


During the early Fall of 1949 IfccFARL.ND and members of the Nationalist 
A-dtism League activoly attended various functions sponsored by the 7 
Communist Party. 


On the ovening of July 22, 1949* following a meeting of the Nationalist 
Action Lcaguo, three members of the aforementioned organisation encountered 
a demonstration by Communists, tho purpose of which was to obtain signors 
of petitions to extend the Veterans Unemployment benefits, -.ccording to 
tho infor.-ant, tho efforts of tho demonstrations were heckled by tho members 
of tho Nationalist ..cticn League and the demonstration ultimately'wound up 
in a fight as ono of the League members called the police. Cut of this 
incident, according to IfccF.JlL-ID, came a valuablo contact, inasmuch as one 
of the hccklors -who joined the Lcaguo members was "a very prominent man in 
City Hall." The informant did r.ot laicnv the name of this prominent individual. 


UacFARL.ND sont out invitations to various veterans groups, with the ex¬ 
ception of the Jewish ..ar Veterans, regarding Communist Party mooting to 
bo ho ld September 2?, 1949 at Reynolds Kail, 1416 North -road otrect, 
•^ 9 / 26 / 49 ). 

An informant made available to this office a copy of tho pamphlet issued 
by IfccF.JlL.KD, which advised that the purpose of this "Red sponsored 
affair" was to agitato Communist elements in Philadelphia in preparation 
for tho appcaranco of P.. UTV ROBES CM during tho middle part of October.

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According to MacFARIAND, it was "R OBESON who led an organized band of 
•hoodlums' in mass rioting in Peeks!<TfT7"”New York on September 4th, He sent 
his son to the Soviet Union to be educated. He has publically expressed 
his love for the atheistic and liberty-destroying Bolsheviki. He has 
sought to portray the **merican l-agro People as traitors to their Country, 
by stating that thpy will not defend it in case__of an attack by the Soviet 
war machine." I5acFARL.NI) continued his notice with the statement that 
" Ve want no Conmunist-led rioting in Philadelphia, such as that which 
terrified the loyal citizens of Pcekskill, N. Y., on September 4thl ,‘e 
therefore call upon all civic, religious, veteran and patriotic groups 
to join with us, on the evening of September 29 th, in letting the 
Communists know that the great majority of Philadelphians are opposed to 
their program of treason and violence." 

liacFARL'iND requested that "all loyal •Americans gather on the evening of 
September 29th in an orderly and peaceful fashion, to serve notice upon 
the Communists there assorablod that while they arc freo to moot together 
under the provisions of our U, S. Constitution, their disloyal use of 
this freodom is not going un-notcd. n 

In conclusion MacFARL.ND advisod in his notico that "In the Europoan 
countries now enslaved by the Soviets., the so-called 'sil.nt treatment' 
was at first employed. It did not stop tho Marxist plotters, but rathor 
it aided them in gaining a firm foothold which was lr.tor to bring thorn 
revolutionary success.. Vic, in America, must not commit the same folly. 
iTo must let the Red elements know that we aro vigilant and aware of their 
anti-*4P.crican maneuvers.." 


This announcement was signed "The Citizens Committee to Expose Communism," 

876 Granite itroet, Phil adelphia, Pa. I&.cF;.RL;KD was listed as Chairman 4X 
of tho Committee.

Tho samo informant offered a mimeographed pamphlet entitled "Committee 
of One Thousand," which described the Committee as boing composed of 
"youth, vetorans and studonts who feel that P..UL ROBESON should be 
allowed to spoak," According to the nctico, the Coramittco of One 
Thousand "protost the violenco that occurred at Pockskil l and_tho 
attacks against tho civil rights of tho negro people." 



On tho evening of Octobor 14, 1949* Special ..gent 
observod the following: 




At 8:30 PH, MacFARL'.ND, VBPand^PHMpHH^and throe .other women, whoso 
namos wero not known, but"who have bccE'sccn associating with MacF.JUAND — 
in previous League activity, wero observed standing at the corner of Broad 
and Poplar Streets observing tho activity at the "ROBESON Rally," Tho 
group did not picket or hccklo tho meeting and at no time was tho proscnco 
of any veterans organizations notod. 
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During recent months UacFARL^ND and members of the Natio nalist,A ction 
League have shown great interest in meetings of the Waited ’Jforld Federalists 
an organization with which they disagree as to policy duo to tho latter's 
dosiros for world government. In November, 1949 LfccFARIAND indicatod 
that ho would attend a mooting sponsored by the Unitod iYorld Federalists 
to be held at tha Friends Mooting House in tho_Frankford Section of 
Philadelphia. According to MfeoFARIAND a nov/s broadcast of a local Phila¬ 
delphia station had indicatod that trouble was anticipated at this meeting 
and that police protoction was roquostod, (®^ll/l5/49). 


On tho day following this mooting, MacFARIAND advised the same informant 
that soventoon or oightcon pooplc from both sides wero in attendance, and 
that tho porsons in opposition to tho ITorld Federalist M oveme nt finally 
bro’co up thG mooting by asking embarrassing quostions. ®^ll/l6/49).

MacFARIAND learned of the United ./orId Fodoralists of Pennsylvania 
third annual assembly to be hold at the Harrisburgor Hotel, Harrisburg, Pa,, 
on Docombor 10, 1949 and advisod that ho was making plans to break up 
this assombly.

"Ur, UacFARL'iND directed criticism against what he called 'the 
propaganda tactics of the United world Federalists« 1 He cited its 
efforts to win support by the 'conscious development of c. fear 
psychosis' with regard to the atom bomb and bacteriological warfare, 
and expressod indignation that this practico should bo carried 
before audiences of 'sensitive and impressionable teen-agers' in 
schools end colleges thruout tho Country, 

"In concluding his rornrks, the 28 year old Philadelphian warned 
his audienco that 'Americans aro at last awakening to the nar.anco 
implicit in the establishment of a super-Jorld State,* and cited 
tho fact that 400 delegates to the recently-held convention of the 
California Council of Republican -'onon hevo called upon tho 
Legislature of that State to rccind its approval of 7orld Government 
at tho next session. In Pennsylvania, he said, such a resolution g_ * 
will never be passod in the first place.* 12/14/49) 

On Doccmbcr 11, 1949 tho informant discussed the United *<orld Federalist 
Assembly with the subject, at which time Ur.cF.'.RL..ND advised that he attended 
and spoko at the meeting, but that the ..'orId Federalists v/c.re most 
courtoous and for that reason he believed that they had arrived at a 
planned action, LacF-RIAND said that bo cause of their actions he did not

Tho Sunday edition of tho worker dated January 5, 1944 on Pdge 3 sots 
-forth an article by .nLLL'dl Z. FOSTER, Chairman, Conmunist Party, USA. 
This articlo states that "Tho ‘Morning Freiheit' is ono of nany papers 
either owned or supported by tho Communist Party." 


The following portions of tho articlo "'/ho Opposes The Buckley Bill?" 
aro quoted: 


"Tho Buckley Bill is actually tho first neasuro in Congress dosignod to 
curb anti-Semitic agitation in a practical manner. 

"In attacking the Buckloy Eill, anti-Semites wrapped thonsolvcs in tho 
...ncrican Flag and screamed that their Constitutional rights arc in 
joopardy. Typical is tho campaign now waged by an old Fascist and 
anti-Somito, ono 77. KZ1JRY UaeFARLAND, JR., whoso headquarters aro at 876 
Granito Streot, Philadelphia, Pa,, and whe serves as coordinator cf various 
onti-Sonitic outfits in the area, 

"In writing Congressman BUCKLEY, sponsor of the Bill, MacFARLJTD Statos: 
'T.hon I first reviewed your Bill in ny periodical 3omo months ago, I 
explained its provisions and went on to make the statement that, should 
it bo passed iixto law, I should consider it my duty to commit a dofinito 
violation cf the new statuto in ordor to gain a clear cut logal decision 
as to its - Constitutionality. I an not in a financial condition which 
would evon so much as permit me tc meet tho bail which might be sot 
until a hearing of the ease, but as an American citizon, I would prefer 
months or even years of physical imprisonment to tho greater tyranny of 
tho abridgement of tho first articlo in the amendments in the United 
States Constitution.’ 


"UacFARLAND calls on tho first amendment of the Constitution to defend 
his right to disseminate such monstrous libels as Jewish Ritual, Hurdor, 

The Atom Plot, Jowish Bolshevism and other filth and nauseam. On sending 
out his attacks on tho Buckley Bill, LIhcFARIAND genorcl ly encloses such 
poison tracts as 'Has Congress Abdicated to International Jo-wry?' 

"'National Progress,' 'FEPC Is Communistic, Regimentation, Unconstitutional'" 
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3ho articlo subsequently quotes again from l!acFARIAND's letter as fellows i 

"Representative BUCICLDY, I am a publisher of a small mimeograph periodical 
in which I have upon many occasions felt it necessary to criticizo Jewish 
organizations and thoir spokesmen for thGir un-American attempts toward 
tho suppression of- Constitutionally assured rights, and tho coorcion of 
Amoricon citizens who opposo FDPC, the RIO, tho UN and other projects 
favorod by tho majority cf Jewish 0 rcups in this nation. Because of this 
fact, tho Bill which you have introduced would directly effect my right 
to criticizo those forces, and I opposo it on Constitutional grounds.-" 

Tho follouing report made availablo by an informant of this offico indicates 
MacFARIAHDrs activity during the National Conventions cf the Democratic 
end Republican Partios in Philadelphia during the bumntor of 1548.. This 
information is contained in tho -ugust 1, 1948 issuo of "Action Report" 
which was made available tc this office. According to IhcJTLRL.A'u various 
local groups of Nationalists cooporatcd with out of town ratiorrlists dur¬ 
ing tho period ccvorod by tho conventions. Ho stated that several moct^ 
ings woro hold by this group and that pamphlots and other piocos cf litera¬ 
ture woro distributed during tho convention,. Miring tho Henooratio Conven¬ 
tion it was reportod that the subject and other nationalists supported the 
Southern wing of tho Tfemocratic Party in its attempt to steer tho TRIBIAN 
faction door of civil rights issues*

WTLI.TAM H^T^AC FARLAhD continues to reside at 876 Granite 
Street, Philadelphia, and to act as Director of the 
|National *Acti on league^ which organization has been 
jilted as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General. 
Subject continues to correspond with various Christian 
Nationalist organizations throughout the country. His 
activities during the greater part of 1950 have been 
directed toward launching a propaganda campaign against 
the United World Federalists, an organization which 
advocates world government. MAC FARLAl'D has also criti¬ 
cized the fact that American troops are fighting in 
Korea under the U. N, flag instead of the American flag, 
branding tills action as treasonable, and has accused 
President TRUMAN of using the Korean situation for the 
purpose of playing international politics. In April, 
1950, MAC FARIAND was linked to a group organized on the 
University of Pennsylvarda campus for the purpose of 
exposing so-called *pink w professors and students. He 
opposes Zionism and advocates segregation of races, 
maintaining that our nation should ultimately be made 
a white Christian nation. 
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DETAILSj • Unless otherwise specified,, all informants set forth in this 

report are of known reliability. 

BACKGROUND 

The records of the Philadelphia Credit Bureau dated August 17, 1949, reflect 
that WILLIAM H. MAC F ARLAND is 28 years old, si ngle, ard has lived at 876 Granite 
Street, Philadelphia, s-i - nce October, 1946. His previ T 

ous residence is listed as 1738 Brill Street. *— 



The records of the Philadelphia Voters Registration Commission, City Hall Annex, 
reflect that WILLIAM H. MAC FARLAND resides at 876 Granite Street. His former 
address was listed as 1738 Brill Street, Philadelphia. He was born in Philadelphia 
on May 19, 1921, and has resided in the state during his entire life. He listed 
his occupation on the Voters Registration record as publisher.

In a letter dated May 17, 1950, addressed to< 

MAC FARLAND indic ated that he'a ttended a meeting held at 
Irvine Auditorium,May 15 , 1950, at whichI n this letter 
MAC FARLAND sets forth the steps ha took in organizing the Nationalist Action 
League and the reasons for doing so. His explanation is quoted as follows. 


"During my service with the Army Transportation Corps, oupply Branch (1943), 
I came upon the book 'Undercover,' which was being passed around the office 
by another civilian employee. I read it from cover to cover and returned 
it to its owner, with the observation that the author seamed only to be 
attacking anti-Comraunism. She replied that all anti-Communists are Fascists 
and followed the typical Red line in seeking to convert. 


"In the sumner of 1948 I organized the Committee for Nationalist Action 
for the specific purpose of opposing FEPC and other left-wing devices 
which threatened to, and later did, become parts of the Republican and 
Democratic Party programs. The Committee worked quite openly supporting 
MAC ARTHUR and the so-called 'Dixiecrat revolt' at the respective party 
conventions. After they had adjourned, the Committee disbanded, since its 
temporary purpose no longer existed. 

"Then on October 29, 1948, I formed the Nationalist Action League. It was 
cited (with the temporary committee named above) on the attorney General's 
list on April 27, 1949, lass than six months following its formation. 
During this six month period the League had been almost solely active in 
opposing the passage of FEPC legislation in Pennsylvania and the drive for 
TRUM/iN's program of socialized medicine in Washington. 
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"Unlike |PJ^^^B^^Pand his ilk, who seem desirous of avoiding public 
investigation, I immediately prepared a detailed statement, which was 
notarized, in which I (l) denied participation in any kind of subversive 
activity, (2) stated my firm opposition to Fascist as well as Communist 
totalitarianism, (3) seriously questioned the fact that any true investi¬ 
gation had been made of my organizations prior to their citation, and 
( 4 ) requested a full and open public hearing ar.d investigation, which I 
said would prove the attorney General’s allegations to be unfounded. This 
I submitted with attachments of the literaturi of the Nationalist action 
League in a personal interview with high Justice Department officials."

Confidential Informant ^H^advised on March 22, 1950, that a rough draft 1949 
income tax form prepared by MAC FARLAND reflected the following information. 


Under Schedule C—Profit or Loss from Business or Profession—MnC FnRLAND lists 
his total receipts as $803-45. He claims his deduction for rent in the amount 
of $202.00 and other expenses such as office supplies, purchase of sound unit 
and rental of sound truck, amounting to $137.18, giving him a net profit of 
$464.27 for the year. 


On June 15, 1950, Confidential Informant^^padvised that ha had 

seen a letter dated October 26, 1948, addressedtol_ 

Signed by .iccording 

to the informant, this letter stated that MAC FanLAND had a birth injury with a 
residual infection in the left hip and neck. Or, «ugust 23, 1948, he fell out 
of the emergency door of a bus which v;as involved in a col lision and injured his 
left hip. MAC FARLAND was given a physical examination by fPBHPafter he 
claimed that his left leg did not appear to be as long as it was prior to the 
accident. Prior to this accident, JL.C FARLAND haa had his left leg shortened by 
2|- inches and was wearing a built-up leftfhoe. 


The doctor's physical examination report reflects that the subject was 27 years 
old in 1948 and in good general health. He has hai marked nystagmus in both eyes 
since birth, and there is considerable visual impairment in both eyes. He stands 
with the left heel held off the floor, and three-fourths inch elevation under the 
left heel brings the heel to the floor, but the pelvis is Lilted too high upward 
on the left side for good balance. The doctor concluded that his examination 
revealed no permanent partial disability as a result of the accident.

An article contained in the "YYorker" on April 4 , 1950, attackingVHH* 

for his so-called "witch hunt" in_which he attempted to instigate 
a purge of so-called "pink" professors at the University, stated that 
^■■■^■^only support came from 7/« flENRY Ln-.C FARLAND, whose Nationalist 
Action League carries on open anti-Negro, anti-Semitic propaganda in conjunction 
with the notorious Blue Star Mothers and similar reactionary groups. The article 
also mentioned MAC FARLAND's attack against the campaign of Lincoln University 
students to have the state's Equal Rights statute- enforced at the university town 
of Oxford, Pa., where Negroes are "jim-crowed" and refused service. 


SUBJECT'S ACTIVITY M3 CURDING ORGANIZATIONS 
AND TRENDS IN OPPOSIf.ON TO HU BELIEFS 

A. Opposition to United Yiorld Federalists 
and '.Vorid Government Trends 


On May 1, 1950, MAC FARLAND sent a memorandum entitled "Rasults of Action Taken 
to Prevent Public Property from B>ing Used by a Group Seeking to Abolish United 
States Government" to various civic, patriotic, and veterans' organizations. 

In this memorandum MAC FARLAND sets forth the action he has taker, to restrain 
the United World Federalists, Inc., from further use of tajpesupport^d public 
property. .MtC FARLAND maintains that United 7/orld Federalists, Ir.c., is a pri¬ 
vate corporation maintaining professional lobbyists ir. Washington to further its 
sectarian political program for the abolition of the Government of the United 
States of America as we know it today. He goes on to state that the right of 
this organization to funct'on and to hold public meetings is not being chal¬ 
lenged, but it is clear that the organization has ro legal right to further its 
disloyal principles from rent-free meeting rooms situated in public buildings 


suppo rted by the taxpayers of the City of Philadelphia ar.d the Commonwealth. - 
** 5 / 10 / 50 ) U 


The June 1, 1950, issue of "Common Sense," published at Union, New Jersey, 
carries the following account of MAC FARLAND's attack against the United World 
Federalists due to this organization's use of rent-free facilities of the 
Philadelphia Free Library. 
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"By proclamation of Philadelphia's Mayor, 
to 30 was designated as 'World Government 
the United World Federalists, Inc., was granted permission to hold three rent-free 
meetings in the main lecture room of the Philadelphia Free Library—a public, 
tax-supported institution. Immediate protests resulted. 

"On April 15, V/. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR., a native Philadelphian, addressed an 
open letter to all City Councilmen, calling their attention to the unlawful use 
to which this public property was to be put. Receiving no response, he sub¬ 
mitted the same complaint by telephone on April 17 to FRANKLIN H. PRICE, Librarian. 
Upon Mr. PRICE'S refusal to consider the complaint, he submitted a written request 
for facilities where loyal Americans might meet during ''World Goveminant Week' 
to reassert their allegiance to the Government and Flag of the United States. 
Although Mr. PRICE seemed to approve this request when contacted by telephone, 
the Board of Trustees of the Library rejected it at an executive meeting on 
April 20. 

"On April 21, as the date of the first World Government meeting (April 24) neared, 
Mr. MAC FARLAND issued a last minute written appeal to the Mayor, as the Chief 
Executive of the Municipality, which was negatively received. 

"All efforts to obtain an official remedy having failed, Mr. MAC FARLAND inaugu¬ 
rated legal action by way of a complaint in equity. This named the City of 
Philadelphia, the Board of Trustees of tlie Free Library of Philadelphia, and 
United World Federalists, Inc., as defendants. It asked for a preliminary 
injunction restraining the latter corporation from meeting in the Library on 
April 24, 26, and 28, and for a mandatory injunction preventing the organization 
from doing so at any tine in the future. 

"A hearing on the plea was held of/ until May 1, 1050, at which date all meetings 
objected to had been held. Common Pleas Judge JAMES GAY GORDON, President of 
No. 2 Court, therefore dismissed the request for a preliminary injunction. He 
refused, however, to dismiss the plea for a mandatory injunction prohibiting 
future meetings of this kind. The case, instead, has been continued, much to 
the dismay of the United World Federalists, Inc." 

On April 23, 1950, MAC FARLAND sent a letter addressed "My^Dear Fellow American" 
to persons he had contacted by correspondence in connection with his activities 
as Editor of "National Progress" or Director of the Nationalist Action League, 
and supporters who had attended meetings of the Nationalist Action League in 
Philadelphia. MAC FARLAND explains in this latter the efforts he has undertaken 
to prevent the United World Federalists from using the tax-supported Free Library

On May23, 1950, MaO FARLAND published another mimeographed letter addressed to 
"Dear Fellow American." In this letter MAC FARLAND states that the Philadelphia 
Resolution (House Resolution 596) which he prepared March 21, 1950, was intro¬ 
duced into the past sassion of the 81st Congress. According to MAC FARLAND, 
Representative HUGH D. SCOTT of Philadelphia refused to present this resolution, 
and it was finally introduced by Representative LAV/RENCE H^SMITH of ‘Wisconsin 
as House Resolution 596 and ’--/as immediately referred to the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 

The April 15, 1950, issue of "Common Sense," formerly the official organ of the 
Nationalist Action League, carried an article entitled "Defend Your Country, 

Its Flag and Constitution." The article states that the menace of a ‘World 
Socialist Government is very real and rear. By "misrepresentation and clevr 
behind-the-scenes contact with numbers of high office holders in both our 
National and State Governments, the leading pressure group for ‘.Yorld Government— 
United World Federalists, Inc.—has managed to have its disloyal program approved 
by 110 U. S. Congressmen, 22 U. S. Senators, and 20 State Legislatures." The 
article further states that on March 21, 1950, there was drafted in Philadelphia 
a measure which, if adopted by Congress, could abolish the entire World Government 
scheme. Known as the Philadelohia Resolution (House Resolution 596), this 
measure was introduced into the House of Representatives on May 10, 1950, by 
Representative LAWRENCE H. SMITH (Republican, ‘Wisconsin). 

The article concludes by urging citizens to -write to Congressmen demanding 
support of this resolution, and that for further data and information on how 
the resolution progresses, people should keep in touch with W, HENRY MAC FARLAND, 
JR., 876 Granite Street, Philadelphia, Pa.

On June 28, 1950, Confidential Informant^(^advised that .on June 12, 1950, 

WILLIAM H. MAC FARLAND, JR., issued an open letter to the American people, 
addressed to "Dear Friend." This letter states that the United ‘World Federalists 
have been retarded in their activities toward "ore world," but that a new organi¬ 
zation, the "Atlantic Union Comnittee," is working toward the one world through 
pressure upon the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. According to this letter. 
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the Senate Foreign Relations Committee approved the plan of the Atlantic Union 
Committee for creating a limited World Government to be composed of the United. 
States and the other governments which signed the North Atlantic Defense Pacte 

MAC FARLAND requests that the readers of this letter send communications to their 
senators and the Chairman of th9 Senate Foreign Relations Committee, protesting 
against the creation of this organisation. MAC FARLAND also states th3t the 
United World Federalists have been exposed and halted largely through the efforts 
of the Nationalist Action League. _ 


During April, 1950, MAC FARLAND issued a mia.eoaraoh e d le aflet °r.ti 
SARBACHER As He Ctefends_the_United.States of America rt gainst Those Wriq.vYish to 
Abolish Our American Form of'^Government.' 1 This leaflet, addressed to “Dear 
Fellow Citizens," announces a debate over station V/CAU on April 18, 1950, between 
GEORGE W» SARBACHER, Republican candidate for Congress from the 5th Pennsylvania 
Congressional District, and^Hl^^H^B on subject, "Ydll the H-Bomb Insure 
Peace?" MAC FARLAND states that^H|^3upports the United World Federalists, 
an organization which is supporting a program for abolishing the United States Oj 
Government. He also mentions what ha refers to as the "’vil program" which the

Th9 following is a statement of the beliefs of the United Vforld Federalists, pub¬ 
lished by the National Headquarters. 


"We believe that peace is not merely the absence of war but tha presence

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of government; that world peace can be created and maintained only under 
a World Federal Government universal and strong enough to pravr.t armed 
conflict between nations and having direct jurisdiction over the indi¬ 
viduals in those matters within its authority." 


"Statement of Purposes: 

Therefore, while endorsing the efforts of the United Nations to bring 
about a 7 /or Id community favorable to peace, we will work to create a World 
Federal Government with authority to enact, interpret, and anforce world 
law adequate to maintain peace: (1) by making use of the amendment process 
of the United Nations to transform it into such a World Federal Govern¬ 
ment; (2) by participating in a world constituent assembly, whether of 
private individuals, parliamentary, or otlv=r groups seeking to produce or 
draft constitutions and consideration and possible adoption by the United 
Nations or by rational governments in accordance with their respective 
constitutional processes; and (3) by pursuing any other reasonable and 
lawful means to achieve World Federation." 

On June 7, 1950, Confidep.tial Info rmant^ j^advised that MAC FARLAND had sent 
letter in 

he requested her to oppose certain legislation in the Hous^o^rtepresentatives 
that he says v/ould develop the United Nations into a sovereign world state and 
include Soviet Russia and her European and Asiatic satellites. He also states 
that these measures pending before Congress would result in the disarmament of 
our country and would place all atomic and other weapons in the hands of a 
foreign-dorainated world police force, and that they would provide for the arrest 
of American citizens by the world police, trial before ’world courts, and imprison-? 
ment in world concentration camps, all without appeal to any U. S. court or other 
American body. liAC FARLAND also maintained this scheme ‘would be financed by a 
world tax over and above that paid to our owa government. In short, the United 
States would cease to exist as o nation and v/ould become a colony of bankrupts, 
sinilar to the people in Europe and Asia. 


On July 5j 1950, MAC FARLAND published an open letter addressed, "Dear Fellow 
American," in which he requests the readers to act to demand that Congress 
challenge the latest move toward World Government which was taken by the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States when he designated American servicemen no 1 ./ fighting 
in Korea as members of a United Nations police force. The letter states that 
President TRUMAN has used the Korean situation for purposes of international 
politics. The fact that United States forces are fighting under the U. N. flag 
instead of the American flag in Korea is branded as treasonable by MAC FARLAND. 
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This letter.concludes with a pier, that readers communicate with their senators 
and representatives immediately, urging that this nation keep the nmericnn flag 
flying in Korea and wherever else our troops may be sent in the world.

Confidential Informant K^advised on August 2, 1950, that '/ILLIaM HENRY 
MAC FARLAND was arranging an on-the-spot protest meeting to be held in Aashingtcp, 
D. C., August 23, 1950, against replacement of the American flag by the United 
Nations emblem in the Far East. On August IS, 1250, this same informant stated 
this meeting was canceled, and instead, a delegation of five Pennsylvania citi¬ 
zens, led by MAC FARLAf.D, would travel to Washington September 1?, 1950, to 
protest not only the use of the U. N. flag in the Far East, but als o to demand 
public hearings on House Resolution 596 (Philadelphia Resolution). ^BH'oelieved 
that this group was referred to as the "Constitution Day Committee" but could 
furnish no further details concerning tnis rally. 


During August, 1950, MAC FwRLhND was or.e of 17 signers to a telegram sent to 
President TRUMAN. This telegram is q iotad aa follows. 

"Referring to U. N. Security Council order giving U. H. flag unlawful 
precedent over the American flag, we, a committee of loyal rur.arican 
citizens, hereby demand that the said order be rescinded and that no 
American soldier be sent into baitl- 1 under any other banner than that 
of the United States of America. Cepins o: this communijation are being 
sent to Senate and House members, the pre3s, and interest’d patriotic g 
organizations." 8 / 24 / 50 ) 

This same informant advised on August 2, 1950, that MAC FARLAND had indicated 
that a monthly newsletter was to be published by th? Nationalist Action League, 
of which he is Director, to keep individuals informed on =11 activities con¬ 
ducted by the Nationalist Action League and on the moves of organizations and 
groups opposed to the Nationalist Action League. 


B. Racial Prejudice 


Confidential Informant J^advised on June 15, 1950, that 57 . HENRY MAC FARLAND 
had 'written a letter dated June S, 1950, addressed to the Honorable RICHARD 
RUSSELL, Senate Office Building, Washington, D. C. According to the informant, 
MAC FARLAND compliments Senator RUSSELL for his aotvity in seeking to obtain 
legislation calling for segregation ir. any unit of s ur Armed Forces where it is 
requested in writing by one or more members of a particular military unit. 

MAC FARLAND states that the move has his sincerest support. According to the 
informant, MAC FARLAND offered the following suggestion to Senator AJSSELL in the 
above mentioned letter. 
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That the United States negotiate with Great Britain and France for personal 
settlement of their war debt via land grants in Africa. He suggests that these 
land grants be located near Liberia, and that all Negress who wish should 
emigrate to this newly-formed and newly-developed country. L'AC FARLAHD states 
that he believes that there are two million Negroes who are already anxious to 
participate in such a project. According to LiAC FARLmND, our nation'fehould 
ultimately be m3de a white Christian nation,for it has been clearly demonstrated 
that our increasingly heterogeneous society is approaching the fate of the 
polyglot Austro-Hungarian Empire, where the confused medley of nationalities 
produced nothing but chaos."

In April, 1949, MAC FARLAHD made inquiry at radio station Vi NAR, Norristown , 
Pa., concerning the purchas e of radio time. On «pril 21. 1949, 

Radio Station ANAR, advised MAC FARLAND that spot 
announcements for a 26-week contract would amount to $5.70 per spot, or a total 
of $142.20. ■■|4/2l/50) 


There is no indication that MAC FARLAND actually has purchased radio time for 
announcements at this time. 

In March, 1930, a circular letter signed - member of 

the Nationalist Action League, of which MAC FARLAi'.tf is Director, was sent to tat 
editors of small town newspapers tnroughout the country, advising them of a 
feature service available to newspapers whose circulation is not in excess of 
25,000 copies per issue. This feature service, entitled "America in Action," 
is prepared and edited by Yf. HENRY FAC FARLAND, JR., and is based upon the 
political and economic activities of the American people as expressed by them¬ 
selves and their elected representatives, at both state and -lational levels. 

The letter states that MAC FARLAND has devoted the past five years to full-time 
efforts toward arcusing an active public interest in trends, events, and 
legislation which vitally affect the continued rights and freedoms of the 
American people, and "America in Action" represents an expansion of his ener¬ 
gies in this direction. 


This service was to be made available beginning April 3, 1950, and on a weekly 
basis thereafter. Cost of carrying tills service is ^3.00 per month, or $30.00 
per year if contracted for on a 12-month basis. For those newspapers interested 
in this service, a copy of MAC FARLAND's article entitled "Those Hidden State 
Department Files" would be made available for examination for the purpose of 
judging the style and quality of MAC FnRL*»ND's writings.

C. Activities as Chairman of the American 
_ Flag Committee _ 

MAC FARLAND organized the American Flag Committee as an organ¬ 
ization to control and give impetus to tho American Flag Seal 
Campaign in September of 1950* The cause for undertaking such 
action on MAC FARLAND's part originated In Philadelphia when 
Admiral CHESTER NIMITZ officiated at a ceromony in Philadelphia 
during the early part of September, 1950, In which the Unitod 
Nations flag was raised above the Philadelphia Bulletin Building. 
Photographs of this ceremony carried on the front pago of the 
Evening Bulletin revealed that tho American flag was conspicuous 
by its absence. To demonstrate visible opposition to what MAC

This group also distributed a flyer during the presentation cere¬ 
mony, which had been written by W. HENRY MaC FARLAND, Jr., Chair¬ 
man of the American Flag Committee.

According to this same informant, MAC FARLA?JD and the American 
Flag Committee had actively opposed the celobration of United 
Nations Week in Philadelphia by calling various banks and business 
houses in tho City and advising them it was unlawful to fly the 
United Nations flag or any othor national flag unaccompaniod by 
the American flag. 


MAC FARLAND's campaign against tho flying of tho United Nations 
flag has rosulted in his writing letters to various business 
men throughout the United States, who have been flying the United 
Nations flag on thoir building unaccompanied by the American flag.

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An oxample of this is the letter writton by MAC FARLAND to the 
Anglo Bonk, San Jose, California, in which ho states that in¬ 
formation had reached him that tho Anglo Bank had been flying 
tho Unitod Nations flag on its building, unaccompanied by tho 
American flag.

MAC FARLAND encloses a mimoographod pamphlet entitled "All Amer¬ 
icans Rise to the Defense of Your Nation's Flag." In this pam¬ 
phlet MAC FARLAND states that the flar seals are to be used as 
a visible demonstration of loyalty and a mark of determination 
that no other banner shall over bo raised above the American 
flag. He claims that thero is now under way a very powerful move¬ 
ment to displaco our flag In the minds and hearts of Americans 
and to transfer their attention and loyally to tho flag of the United 
Nations. 


MAC FARLAND cites as an example the fact that tho United Nations 
banner has already been raised above tho Stars and Stripes in 
Korea and at tho Hoadquartors of tho Unitod Nations Forces in 
Tokyo. MAC FARLAND contends that this movement to replace the 
flag of the United States is being used to aid the cause of World 
Government, and that America ns a Nation will be thereby under¬ 
minded.

In connections with this criticism of tho United Nations flag 
being flown above the Amorican Forces in Korea, MAC FARLAND 
also c riticitcs.

On S eptember 27> 1950, MAC FARLAND advised Confidential Informant 
■Htthat the publication of the paper National Progress, formerly 
the official publication of the Nationalist Action League, had 
been suspended with the Juno, 1949, issue, and all subscriptions 
had been transferred to CONDE MC GINLEY’s paper Common Sense, || 
published In Union, New Jersey, MAC FARLAND also stated that he 
now issues a publication known as the Newslottor, which is the 
official Nationalist Action League bulletin. 


In the January, 195l» Newsletter, MAC FARLnND states that the 
circulation for the Newslottor totaled four hundred, and that 
this circulation included the most active patriotic workers in 
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the United States, MAC FARLAND mentioned that these Newsletters 
are furnished to worthy individuals at no cost, and that his 
purpose in issuing this pamphlet was to solidify and coordinato 
the efforts and activities of all groups and individuals to 
whom these Newsletters are mailed, so that loyal American pat¬ 
riots receiving them will be in closer mutual contact. 

Although the Newsletter is mailed to thpse on tho mailing list 
at no cost, MAC FARLAND asks all readers to help expand circu¬

Policies Advocated by MAC FARLAND 

A. Opposition to the World Government 
Movement and the United Nations 


During the celebration of World Government Week in Philadelphia 
in October of 1950, MAC FARLAND distributed a two page circular 
entitled "A Brief Guide Report on tho World Government Movement," 
in which ho criticized this movement as a threat to the American 
Constitutional Republican form of Government. MAC FARLAND 1 s 
viows of this subject, broken down under various headings, are 
as follows: 

"I, What is tho World Government Movement?: The 
World Government Movement is composed of a combination of forces 
seeking to abolish the national independence of the United States 
of America, and to so alter its Constitution that many of the 
rights, privileges and immunities now guaranteed to its citizens 
would bo either grossly abridged or totally destroyed, 

"II. Who are leading this Movement?: Professionally, 
the Movement is being led by two extremely well-financed pressure 
groups. They are the United World Federalists, Inc,, 7 East 12th 
Street, New York 3# New York, and the Atlantic Union Committee, 
537 Fifth Avenue, New York 17# New York, 
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"III, What are the Programs of those Groups?: Both 
organizations agree that the final objective of tho Movement must 
bo the establishment of a full-fledged World State, including 
in its framework all of the earth's peoples, in which our Country 
would be reduced to the status of a moro "colony" or adminis¬ 
trative district. They differ as to thoir methods for achieving 
this goal, however, as follows: Tho United World Federalists, 
Inc., demand an immediato World State which would embrace tho 
Soviet Union and her European and Asiatic satellites, while 
the Atlantic Union Committee (obviously for reasons of strategic 
expediency) calls for an initial World Government, excluding 
these powers, to be formed by those nations which are now parties 
to the Atlantic Defense Pact, This difference in implemental 
procedure is the only basic one separating tho two organizations, 

"This program is border-line treason: The programs 
of both groups aim toward the virtual destruction of everything 
for which Americans were willing to die in 1776, 1812, 1917 and 
194l» In place of our American-controlled, constitutional repub¬ 
lican form of government (to which the entire world flocks for 
aid), we would come under tho rule of a World Government essen¬ 
tially composed of non-Amoricans of a Communist or Socialist 
turn of mind. In their hands would be placed the’World Police 
Force, the World Courts, and the supreme law-making bodies. 

Under a full-fledged World State, tho United States would be 
out-voted 100 to 1 on any issue involving a difference of opinion 
between our own representatives and those of Europe and Asia, 

Only in tho matter of tho tax dollars which this super-State would 
collect (a World Tax, over and above that collected by national 
governments, is proposed by both groups), would wo make a majority 
contribution, 

"IV, How is the World Government Movement being furth¬ 
ered: Amongst tho general public, both tho United World Feder¬ 
alists, Inc,, and the Atlantic Union Committoo are using a pro¬ 
gram dosignod to inspire foar and terror. They are sending top¬ 
flight speakers boforo church and civic groups, and audionccs 
made up of young and impressionable high school and collogo 
students, who draw diro word pictures of the devastation to be 
wrought by the A and H bombs, and by germ warfaro, unless our 
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Nation takes immedi'to stops to relinquish its sovereignty and 
submerge itself beneath a World State* 

u 0f greater significance, however, are the powerful 
lobbying activities of both organizations at national and state 
levels. Here is what they have managed to a ccomplish: 

11 (a) The United World Federalists, Inc., managed to

H (b) The United World Federalists, Inc., working at 
the state IcvgI, has prompted 20 State Legislatures to place 
themselves in favor of a World Stato. Until this year, the 
numbor was 22. Since January 1st, however, the States of Georgia 
and California have repealed the too-hasty approval which they 
had given, under great pressure, to this dangerous Movement* In 
Georgia, the vote to rescind was unanimous in the House, 34 t0 
8 in the Senate* In California it was \\Z to 33 in the House, 

21 to 17 in the Senate* NOTE: California is the State whose 
Legislature refused to approvo World Government until a United 
World Federalist supportor obtained the aid. of one ARTIS^S^IISH, 
notorious lobbyist for the California liquor interest. ShMISH 
made a few telephone calls and other contacts, and, on the foll¬ 
owing afternoon, the World State resolution slid thru the Legis¬ 
lature* 


" (c) The Atlantic Union Committee is sponsoring House 
Concurrent Resolution 107-111 and Senate Concurrent Resolution 
57, which calls upon the Prosident to call a conference of the 
nations which are parties to the North Atlantic' Treaty (Defenso 
Pact), to meet this year with U. S. officials, at which plans 
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for creating a 'limited' World Government within the framework 
of tho United Nations would bo mapped out. 

"V. Is the Movement treasonable?: Any movement 
which would cripple the Government of the United States of tuner-- 
ica, robbing its citizens of vital rights and immunities which 
have boon purchased by the blood of their forefathers and many 
of their own fathers and sons, can certainly be viewed as dis¬ 
loyal to America. Many of the followers of both the United World 
Federalists, Inc., and the Atlantic Union Committee are unques¬ 
tionably loyal, decent-minded, but deceived, individuals. They 
detest war (ns do we all), and the deep grief of many of those 
who have lost loved ones in World War II is being shamelessly 
exploited by the Movement’s leaders. 

"VI. Who is opposing World Government?: The American 
People have been slow to'recognize the menacing nature of this 
Movement, mainly because it has done its work with a minimum 
of publicity. In recent months, however, strong and healthy 
opposition has developed. The Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Daughters of the American Rovoluticn have both adopted national 
resolutions condemning the Movement, as has the ^viricrican Coalition 
of Patriotic Societies, which represents some 35 pro-American 
organizations scattered thruout our Republic. Late in 1949, the 
Republican Women of California held their annual convention in 
Berkeley. There, 400 delegates caso a unanimous vote against 
World Government, and against any move to strengthen tho United 
Nations in that direction. Tho Partisan Republicans of California, 
a responsible organization which is seeking to wood out left¬ 
wingers in the G.O.P., has gone upon record t\a opposing any move 
toward croation of a World State, as has tho Daughters of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the Daughters of the Descendants 
of tho'Mayflower• Many individual Americans are interesting 
themselves in seeking to gain similar action from other groups, 
and are supplying them with information to this end .'

On January 13,. 1951# Confidential Informant ®B^advised that 
MAC FARLAND was circulating a mimeographed article captioned 
"The 82nd Congress Must Abolish the United Nations." This 
article blames the United Nations for ordering thousands of our 
soldiers into the Communist-set trap in Korea and maintains 
that the United Nations has appeased and openly collaborated 
with our nation's enemies in Asia and Europe. MAC FARLAND 
urged a.'L readers of this articlo to write and telegraph Senator 
ARTHUR VANDERBERG, demanding that our Government be liberated 
from United Nations rule and the United Nations treaty be 
rescinded by the United States Senate so that this Country can 
properly defend itself against any Soviet attack. 


In an article prepared in February of 1951# MAC FARLAND crit¬

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In an article written by MAC FARLAND in May of 195l> bo claims 
that the United Nations, os a tool of those conspiring to des¬ 
troy our Country-, is applying pressure on Congress to adopt 
threo United Nations sponsored measures which would wreck our 
Nation.

B. Criticism of the Present Administration 



On November 28, 1950» Confidential Informantfurnished a 
mimeographed circular believed to have been prepared by MAC FARLAND 
and addressed to the members of the 82nd Congress.

C. MAC FARLAND's Plan for Electing Loyal 
_Americans to Public Office_ 


Prior to the November, 19£0, elections, MAC FARLAND issued a 
circular stating that this Country i3 faced with the fact that 
an alien force, employing Communism, Zionism, Socialism and 
World Government as their ideological weapons for the destruction 
of our personal libertios and national stato order, has gained 
the balance of political power in this Country, 


MAC FARLAND claims that this can be remedied by restoring the 
balance of power to the men and women who remain faithful to 
our Constitutional Republican form of Government. He blames 
this situation on the fact that too many people do not exercise 
their right to vote, mainly because the candidates offered by 
both major parties are unsatisfactory. His solution to this 
problem is to have loyal American write in the names of persons 
known to be loyal and qualified when a major party candidate is 
unacceptable. To give impetus to this plan, he urges citizens 
to form small political action groups in States throughout the 
Country and have all participants write to tho Republican and 
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Democratic Parties' Headquarters, stating that they have broken 
with the idea of voting by Party labels and will cast vobos on 
tho basis of tho candidates work .in supporting American principles 
of Government, and that if no worthy candidate is offered, write- 
in votes will be cast, 

MAC FARLAND next urges members of the proposed political action 
committees to prepare questionnaires to bo sent to all candidates 
seeking their, votes. This form was to contain questions concern¬ 
ing tho candidate's stand on key questions of the day. For ex¬ 
ample-- does ho favor tho establishment of a World Government, 
will ho support such patriots as Senator JOSEPH MC CARTHY in 
their efforts to weed out treason in high places, how does ho 
stand on F.E.P.C. and other minority class legislation. 

MAC FARLAND also states that with this questionnaire a letter 
should be sent stating that tho writer must have honest and spec¬ 
ific answers to the questions posed. If tho candidate refuses 
to reply, ho urges citizens to advise the Local and National 
Committees of the political parties tha.t they cannot vote for 
tho particular party candidate because they do not know whether 
ho would act as their representative.

In September of 1950, MAC FARLAND issued a mimeogruphod circular 
captioned "Protest House Resolution —a Bill to Violate the

impair and restrict Article One of tho Bill of Rights. 

House Resolution 28 I 4 .& providos that it shall bo unlawful to crit¬

In a letter to U. S, Representative E._ L. FORRESTER in April 
of 1951, MAC FARLAND st.tes that Representative FORRESTER'S' 
remarks concerning the need for segregation in our Armed Forces 
contained in the appendix to the Congressional Records of April 
12th met with his approval.^4lAC FARLAND also maintains that 
the negro population of America is being deliberately agitated 
by a soore of pressure groups, ninety per cent of which are con¬ 
trolled or dominated by the Jewish people.

Correspondence with Other Nationalist Organizations 

During the past six months Confidential Informnnt^^^has advised 
that MAC FARLAND recoivcd numerous articles and publications. 
Issued by Nationalist groups throughout the United States and 
foreign countries. For the most part, these Nationalist organi¬ 
zations endorse the same aims and goals, and arc in opposition 
of the same things. A review of the largo quantity of National¬ 
ist literature roflocts that these groups are (1) anti-Communist, 
(2) anti-Jewish, (3) opposed to the United Nations and any legis¬ 
lation adopted by this Country which would entangle us with other 
countries and threaten our national independence, and (4) opposed 
to the present Administration and the majority of our Government 
loaders. 

These groups exchange literature and correspondence and aid 
each other by urging their members and supporters to purchase 
Nationalist literature and subscribe to Nationalist publications. 
The majority of the Nationalist groups are small and operato on 
limited funds, but wage a continuous campaign to influence mem¬ 
bers of Congress to fight for or against certain proposed legis¬ 
lation. It is noted that tho chief target of these groups since 
the outbreak of hostilities in Korea has been the United Nations, 
which is generally referred to as a cover for spies and traitors 
and an organization deoigned to strip Americans of their Con¬ 
stitutional rights.

On September 28, 1950* MAC FARLAND wrote to United States Senator 
FRANCIS MYERS, stating that several months prior to this date, 
he had requested Senator MYERS' aid In_ obtaining a hearing for 
the Nationalist Action League, of which he Is Director and which 
had been cited as subversive and Fascist by the Attorney General. 
According to the informant, this letter reflects that Senator 
MYERS did write to the Attorney General on MAC FARLAND's behalf 
and received a reply from Deouty Attorney General PEYTON FORD, 
stating that the Executive Order under which the Nationalist Action 
League had been cited provided no provisions for such a hearing 
as MAC FARLAND requested. The informant goes on to state that 
MAC FARLAND told Senator MYERS that inasmuch as tho law known as 
the Subversive Activities Control Act has now been passed, which 
provided for quasi-judicial hearings before a Presidential Board 
of Review, he has written to the Attorney General on his own to 
demand that ho proceed to recite the Nationalist Action League 
under the terms of this new law. 

The informant is of the opinion that MAC FARLAND was desirous 
of having the Nationalist Action League recited under tho pro¬ 
visions of this now act so that a hearing might be granted him, 
in which he could set forth his reasons as to why the Nationalist 
Action League should not bo on the Attorney General's list of 
subversive organizations.

On January 7, 1950, FULTON LEWIS, Jr., advised MAC FARLAND that 
it would bo impossible for him to take up his case concerning the 
Nationalist Action League at this time. The informant was of the 
opinion that this had reference to tho request made by MAC FARLAND 
to enlist the aid of FULTON LEWIS, Jr., in bringing about the 
removal of the Nationalist Action League from tho Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's list of subversive organizations.

"UNESCO," the United Nations' Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization, i 
a subversive association. It is consciously furthering a campaign calculated to pervei 
the"teaching profession in this Country, and so destroy the worth and integrity of Amei 
ica's first bulwark of freedom— our tax-supported public schools. 


Strong words? Yes, but not strong enough to alert ycru and the American Feople to

The institution has become wll-known 
a hotbed of British Fabianism, that peculiar type of "creeping" Socialism which sired t 
present "Labour Government" which has reduced England to a fourth-rate power and a st 
boarder in the European section of America's world charity ward.

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UNESCO's booklets read like the propaganda put out by UNITED '.VORLD FEDULALISTS, Ir 
which has been denied tax-exemption because of its specifically political nature. Th« 
begin by advancing the totally un-American doctrine that the prime function of public < 
ucation in the United States must be that of capturing the minds of our children, at t 
.' earliest possible age , for the cause of political World Government. The teacher is ur 
'Y^d to devote every classroom minute to this end, and every subject taught must serve, 
or be revised in such a manner that it is made to serve,, this same central objective.

The program is quite specific. 'The ^ begJja^jy eliminating any and a. 

* rds, phrases, descriptions, pictures, maps, classroom nlaberral'br teaching methods o 
sort causing his pupils to feel or express a particular love for, or lqyalty to 
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ited States of America • Children exhibiting such "prejudice 1 ! as a result of prior home in¬ 
fluences— UNESCO calls it the outgrowth of "the narrow family spirit" —are to be dealt an 
abundant measure of counter propaganda at the earliest possible age. Booklet V., on page 9, 
advises the teacher that 

"The kindergarten or infant school has a significant part to play in the child's 
education. Not only can it correct many of the errors of home training , but it can 
also prepare the child for membership, at about the age of seven, in a group of his 
own age and habits— the first of many 3 uch social Identifications that he must a - 
chieve on his way to membership in the world society. " (Bnphasis nurn in all misps) 

Following this same line of attack upon patriotism and its parental encouragement, the 

same Booklet, on pages 58-60, goes on to further poison the minds of our teachers by adding; 

"As we have pointed out, it is frequently the family that infects the child with 
extreme nationalism. The school should therefore U3e the means described earlier 
to combat family attitudes that favor jingoism. . . . Education for world-mindedngss 
, is not a problem that the school can solve within its own walls or with its own 
means. It is a political problem even more than an educational one, and the pres¬ 
ent position of teachers does not, in general, permit them to intervene in the field 
of politics with the requisite authority. ... We thought with cautious optimism 
that educators could also try to influence public opinion . . . Certain members of 
our group thought that educators might now besiege the authorities with material de¬ 
mands in the manner of a trade union. ... In our opinion it is essential that, on 
the one hand, a Children's Charter should secure for all children such education as 

is summarized in this report , which alone can create the atmosphere in which devel¬ 

opment of world-mindedness is conceivable; and that, on the other hand, a Teachers' 
Charter should secure for all members of the teaching profession the liberty to pro¬ 
vide such an education by the means they decide upon , as well as the right of access 
to commissions and councils responsible for the organisation of public education." 

Aside from encouraging the public school teachers to make war upon the ideals of patri¬ 
otic national devotion which UNESCO sees as "infecting" our children in the home, precisely 
kind of instruction would the authors of these UNESCO booklets introduce by "influencing pub¬ 
lic opinion," "besieging the authorities with material demands in the manner of a trade un¬ 
ion," and by pressing for a Children's Charter and a Teachers' Charter, which refer to in¬ 
struments prepared in treaty form, making UNESCO principles the supreme Law of the United 
States? Let's see. 

First of all, teachers are urged to suppress American History and American Geography, 
hich might enhance pro-American sentiments which UNESCO wishes to sterilize . Here is how 
ooklet V., on page 11, treats the "problem" as it affects children aged 3 to 13 years; 

"In our view, history and geography should be taught at this stage as universal 
history and geography. Of the two, only geography lends itself well to study du¬ 
ring the years prescribed by the present survey. The study of history, on the oth¬ 
er hand, raises problems of value which are better postponed until the pupil i s 
freed from the nationalist prejudices which at present surround the teaching of 
history . 

Translated into less abstruse phraseology, the teacher is instructed to purge American 
Geography from the elementary school classroom, by divorcing it from its national element, 
and to completely ignore the teaching of history until the pupil enters high school, since 
this subject cannot be similarly "internationalized," and so is too "risky" to advance un¬ 
til the youngsters' patriotic spirit has been thoroly emasculated'. Parents who take a bit 
of time to investigate may find (as we found in Eastern Pennsylvania) that a number of el¬ 
ementary schools have already dropped American History as a standard, required subject. 

Logical and orderly teaching methods are also to be discarded if found to obstruct U- 
NESCO's program for de-Americanizing the minds and hearts of little children. Discus?' 
the usual method of teaching geography, Booklet V ., page 11, continues: - 
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"One method much in use now is to teach geography in a series of widening circles, 
beginning with local geography (i«e. the classroom, the school building and it3 sur¬ 
roundings, the village, the country) and proceeding to a study of the nation and the 
continent. Only when that routine has been accomplished is the child introduced to 
the rest of the world. 

"This progress from the particular and tne immediate to the general and the remote 
may be logical, but doe 3 it serve our purpose? 11 

The Booklet goes on to conclude that it certainly does not, since it is found that thj 
manner of presentation will "lead pupils to the mistaken conclusion that what is nearest t 
them is the most important" and vice versa . UNESCO- indoctrinated teachers must therefore rf 
verse the procedure, upset the rule of logical sequence, and begin by teaching the 8-year oJ 
child about "the distribution of land and water, of dir and sea currents, hydrography, clir 
ate, occupations, etc." But, even before this, and certainly before the youngsters are gi* 
en any kind of formal study of their own Country, "every opportunity should be taken to ec 
large the child's imagination and encourage him In an interest in all that is remote a n c 
strange ..." This is accomplished by occupying the impressionable mind of the very your 
child with the games, occupations, tools, domestic animals, etc., of foreign lands. Hie pui 
pose of this is not simply to teach our kindergarten and elementary pupils about alien peop 
les, but to cause them to " identify themselves in their imagination with people different fg 
themselves 

Truth, like orthodox and reasonable teaching methods, is to be suppressed wherever an 
whenever it stands in the way of glorifying those things which are foreign above those whic 
are particularly American. On page 14, Booklet V., there appears the following advice: 

"Certain delicate problems, however, will arise in these studies and explorations. 

Not everything in foreign ways of living can be presented to children in an attract¬ 
ive light . At this stage, though, the systematic examination of countries and man¬ 
ners can be postponed , and the teacher need seek only to ensure that his children ep- 
preciate, through abundant and judicious examples , that foreign countries, too, pos¬ 
sess things of interest and beauty, and that many of then resemble the beauty and in¬ 
terest of his own country. A child taught thus about the different countries of the 
world will gradually lose those habits of prejudice and contempt which are an imped- , 
iment to world-mindedLness." 

And there you have the UNESCO instructions on geography and history; Suppress Ameri 
studies in these fields; accentuate, by "abundant and judicious examples," all that is es 
cially worthwhile and attractive in foreign modes of living; but, as soon as the point of* 
favorable reporting seems to be approaching, simply "postpone" further study, leaving t . 
children with the false and truly prejudiced notion that the nations of the other contine**- 
are paragons of virtue, beauty and overall perfection'. 

What else does UNESCO's "Teachers' Guides" recommend that our little ones be taught? 
one thing (Booklet V., page 16), " the methods for putting tne resources of the globe at 
disposal of all people ." which reads like a passage from Marx' "Communist Manifesto." Fo. 
lowing the same line, page 51 of the same work proposes an "International Anthem" for Arne: 
lean classrooms (" and tomorrow (for) all the inhabitants of the world ) . It is interesting'' 
note that the Booklet we are reviewing was prepared in 1949, and that a " United Nations A 
them " was previewed by the UN in 1950, being presented to the public on October 1st of thi 
year in California's giant Hollywood Bowl. The "Anthem" describes how things will be " .<~HE 
ITS FLAG (the spiderweb banner of the UN, Ed.) WAVES O'EH EVSJ LAND 1 . " 

We have quoted extensively from Booklet V., because it contains the most, flagrant of l 
NESCO's anti-American propaganda, and developes it the most extensively. Now, in the spac< 
left us, let's quote from other Volumes in tin series: 

Booklet IV., on pages 13-14, sympathetically deals with the various methods for conver 
ting the United Nations into an actual 'World State. The original concept of the UN as anas 
sembly of delegates representing free and sovereign governments is being challenged, teach- 
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era are informed, in an effort to break up the concentration of political power in the hands 
of national governments— especially the "Great Power" governments, which includes the Un¬ 
ited States of America. There are two alternative proposals. The first, to popularly el¬ 
ect UN representatives; the second, to appoint representatives who will be "organized spe¬ 
cialists in limited fields." The latter proposal follows the Fascist ideology which deve¬ 
loped the "Corporate State" of Italy, under Benito Mussolini. UNESCO i3 not perturbed on 
this score, however, since " It would be a beginning of functional world government based on 
transnational rather than international cooperation 

Booklet VI. contains a series of "research suggestions" which indicate an intention to 
stimulate ultimate classroom expeditions into the field of detailed sex education. Here are 
a few samples of the type of questions which UNESCO, which is heavily subsidized by the tax 
dollars of many Americans who feel that sex training rests within the domain of the home or 
of the tenets of their own particular religious faith, propounds for our public school tea¬ 
chers: "Are there devices . . . for limiting the family?" "Jhat are supposed to be the ty¬ 
pical feelings of pregnant .wanen?" "Do parents undress before the child?" "'.Vhat is he (the 
child) told about where babies come from?" A sense of propriety prohibits us from quoting 
,s he even less modest "projects" which appear with the above. 

Space does not permit us to further examine the other booklets in the series, but this 
brief analysis should serve to alert the citizen to the menacing nature of UNESCO’s activi¬ 
ties. Once alerted, then, it is his job— YOUTi. JOB AS A LOYAL AMERICAN —to take the next 
step. Contact your friends and neighbors, show them this Newsletter, ask them to join with 
you in forming a local committee to obtain further data and fight this danger. Order those 
nine Booklets of UNESCO, and also the heavier paper-bound book titled "A Handbook for the 
Improvement of Textbooks and Teaching Materials," which suggests another UNESCO project (to 
eliminate Americanism from schoolroom reading material) which we may deal.with in the very 
near future. Head this material for yourselves, then, as a committee, go into action. 

Firstly, prepare your own report and submit it to your local school board. Introduce 
the matter before your parent-teacher association. Interview the teachers in your communi¬ 
ty and ask their assistance in obtaining action. Join with the AuEI.ICAN FLAG COMMITTEE i n 
demanding that your U. S. Senators introduce and support legislation withdrawing our Govern¬ 
ment from UNESCO membership and terminating its activities’in this Country. Many other rray3 
will occur to you, in which you can help safeguard our American system of public education 
from infiltration and undermining by UNESCO's "America last" propagandists. 

One further word remains to be added. Several of the Booklets discussed bear a pref- 
ice which states that the views expressed are those of their authors, and that they do not 
•epresent the "official" views of UNESCO. If this weak-kneed attempt to avoid responsibi¬ 
lity is brought to your-attention by a UNESCO apologist, tell him that one who administers 
poison to a nation's youth is guilty of a crime, whether the prescription is "official" or 
other'.

HENRY I1/C FARLAND, JR, continues to reside at 376 Granite Street, 
Philadelphia 2^, Pa., from which address he conducts the affairs 
of thq^Nationalist Action Leacue, of which he is the Director, 
and o'f its sub-organization, they'merlean Flag Committee, of v.’hich 
he is also the head. MAC FARLAN^has no other occupation and he 
is the only individual in Philadelphia active in these organizations. 
For some months, there has been relatively little activity on 
MAC FARLAND’s part in connection with the Nationalist Action 
League as such, most of his work having been performed in the name 
of the ,'merican Fla- Committee.

As previously reported, MAC F/RLA.ND is known to possess 
equipment consisting of a typev/riter, a mimeograph machine, and 
an addressograph;^ In addition thereto, Confidential Informant 
advised on May 15;" 1952 that MAC FARLAND had recently purchased 
an expensive vari-typer, vrhich produces a form of type similar to 
printed matter in appearance. 

On behalf of the American Flag Committee, MAC F/RLAND 
publishes a monthly four-page mimeographed pamphlet known as the 
Newsletter at a price of 20 cop ies fo r (;1.00 and, so far as is 
known to Confidential Informant this revenue and any ^ 

voluntary contributions received in connection with speaking 
engagements at various functions, constitute MAC FARLAND 1 s only 
source of Income. 


II. ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF OF 
AMERICAN FLAG COMMITTEE 


As previously reported, MAC F/RLA.ND formed the American 
Flag Committee as an organization to control and give impetus to 
the American Flag Seal Campaign in September, 1950. Except for 
the publication of the Newsletter and the distribution of 
miscellaneous literature and correspondence on various topics as 


- j 
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Issues arise, this distribution of flag seals has been the only 
activity of importance engaged in by MAC FARLAND in connection 
with the organization, but it has been continued without 
interruption, has been rather wide-spread, and has been the basis 
for the founding of several other chapters of the AFC in other 
sections of the country. These new chapters, in turn, have appeared 
to restrict their activity mainly to the distribution of the flag 
seals and the Newsletter. 


The following material reflects specific examples and 
the scope of MAC FARLAND's activity on behalf of the AFC. 

On August 1, 1951, Confidential Informant made avail¬ 
able the first three pages of the Newsletter for June, 1951 > 
consisting of mimeographed sheets, stated to have been published by 
the American Flag Committee, G?6 Granite Street, Philadelphia, and 
listing the officers thereof, including V/. HENRY MAC FARLAND as 
National Chairman. It was indicated that the circulation of that 
issue was 600 copies. 

In that periodical, MAC FARLAND stated that in 1946 it 
was popular for "one v/orldcrs and Administration hacks to 
neutralize the logic of their critics by branding them as ’Fascists'" 
and that the trend was now for the "internationalists and New 
Dealers" to scandalize these same loyal Americans as 'Communists 
or Communist Sympathizers." 


MAC FARLAND also cited occurrences in May, 1951/ which 
indicated that these changes in label had been implemented. The 
first of these was described as "a savage attach upon California's 
Patriot-Congressman, THOMAS H. WERDEL, by California's Administration 
hatchet man in the House, Representative SAM YORTY." As the second 
of these occurrences, MAC FARLAND told hov; the "Communist label was 
affixed to the Daughte rs of the American Rev olution" when they 
distributed an articlethe General Federation 
of Women's Clubs, which met at Houston, Texas, on May 14, 1951,

On July 17, 1951/ 

_ advised that V/. HENRY MAC FARLAND appeared at a 

public meeting in Lansdowne, Pa., in July, 1951 , and urged those 
present to join the AFC, which MAC FARLAND described as a private 
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business enterprise# made available the . FC Nev.'sletter for 

April, 1951, which was distributed by MAC FARLAHD at the meeting in 
Lansdowne. In this Newsletter, MAC F/RL..MD indicated he had been 
permitted to attend as a delegate the Conference 01 American Small 
Business Organizations held in V/ashington, D, C., at the l/ardman 
Park Hotel on April 2, 3 and 4, 1951. MAC F-MILAHD represented the 
AFC at this conference and stated that he was elected Chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs. MAC FARLA.ND also stated in the 
Newsletter that through his efforts the latter Committee, the 
Resolutions Committee, and the entire body of delegates at the 
Conference had approved and adopted a resolution calling upon 
Congress to amend the Federal Constitution as to (l) prevent 
ratification of treaties which violate the basic domestic lav/s 
of our nation and the several states; (2) subject all treaties to 
Judicial review with a view toward determining the constitutionalit: 
of disputed s*^tions; (3) require a two-thirds vote of the entire 
Senate membership in order to ratify a treaty rather than only tv:o- 
thirds of the members who may be on the floor at the time a ballot 
is taken.

COinACTS ’TIH OTHER 
MAT IONA LI ST ORGAN I .ATIOHS 


During the p ast s everal months, information received from 
Confidential Informant ®|^has indicated that MAC F. RLAND has 
Corresponded with representatives of various Nationalist groups 
throughout the country, exchanging literature in support of the 
views which they mutually hold. All of these groups 3hare 
MAC FARLAND’S stand in opposing the United Nations and any legis¬ 
lation allying us with other nations, as a throat to the continued 
existence of our independent sovereignty. Along with MAC FARLAND, 
they also view Communism and the Jewish Race as instruments 
through which our Democratic institutions will be completely 
destroyed in the absence c$ vigorous opposition and they generally 
vor MAC ARTHUR as Republican candidate for President as opposed 
to FIoENHOV.’LR, who is considered tho tool of those seeking "crld 
Government. 


Through tho solicitation of MAC FARLAND and by other in¬ 
direct means, these Nationalist groups have also taken an active 
part in advertising the Flag foal Campaign of MAC FARLAND’S American 
Flag Committee and they have obtained and distributed many of these 
seals, which has stimulated the functioning of chapters of the 
American Flag Committee in various sections of the United States.

During the pant several months, the issues of\’Common 
Sensei', published by COHDE uIC GIIILEY at Union, New Jcrsqy, have been 
reviewed, but no reference to l/. HENRY MAC FA ELAND, JR., the NL, 
or the AFC, was noted therein, and no information has been received 
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indicating that there is presently any affiliation on the part of 
MAC FARLAND or the two organizatio ns mentioned above with 'Common 
Sense" or with and the Loyal American Group. 


IV. POLICIES ADVOCATED BY MAC FARLAND 

A. OPPOSITION TO 
ADMINISTRATION 

On May 2, 1951 Confidential Informant W/} made available 
a copy of a letter written by MAC FARLAND and addressed to Senator 
EDWARD MARTIN of Pennsylvania, in which he opposed the latest 
Administration Drive to replace General DOUGLAS MAC ARTHUR with a 
General who would acquiesce to the ACHESOH-MARSHALL-ROSENBERG policy 
of sending Americans to certain death in Korea. MAC FARLAND stated 
that events which had transpired since June 25, 1950 had clearly 
demonstrated that it was a deliberate, premeditated program 
designed to bring about the massacre of as many American troops as 
possible prior to concluding a negotiated peace with the Chinese 
Communists. Continuing, MAC FARLAND claimed that the "criminals 
in our State Department had not blundered, but what the general 
public accepts as blundering has followed a clearly defined 
pattern of behavior, set to the objective of issuing a statement 
in Korea whereby the maximum number of Americans may be killed 
outright or return home no longer fit for the duty of defending their 
nation, in case of attack by Soviet Russia.' 1 The Informant did not 
know whether this letter had actually been mailed to Senator MARTIN. 

B. OPPOSITION TO 

MINORITY GROUPS 41 

On May 2, 1951, Confidential Informant made available 

a copy of a letter dated April 14, 1951* addressed to Representative 
E. L. FORRESTER, House Office Building, VJashington, D. C., written 
on the letterhead stationery of W. HENRY MAC MAC FARLAND, JR. In 
this letter, MAC FARLAND stated that Representative FORRESTER'S 
remarks concerning the need for segregation in our Armed Forces, 
as contained in the appendix to the Congressional Record of April 
12th, met with his approval. MAC FARLAND went on to state that 
the Negro population of America was being deliberately agitated 
by a score of pressure groups, of which were controlled or 
dominated by Jewish people. MAC FARLAND upheld JOHN E. RANKIN as 
the only man now in Congress who is courageous enough to speak out 
against these pressure groups. 
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MAC FARLAND listed what he called the most vicious of 
these pressure croups as (l) the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, 

(2) the Anti-Defamation League, (3) the Friends of Democracy, (4), 
the American Jev/ish Congress, (5) the National Association for 
Advancement of Colored People. 

The Informant was unable to state whether the letter in 
question had been sent to Representative_FORRESTER. 

C. OPPOSITION TO FEPC 

_ LI 

On August 8 , 1951, Confidential Informant^BP made 
available the first page of a typewritten letter dated July 11, 1951 , 
addressed to the Honorable EDWARD J. KESSLER, Pennsylvania State 
Senate,on stationery of the American Flag Committee, on which the 
the name of WILLIAM HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. appeared as Chairman. 

The letter complimented Senator KESSLER on the part he 
played in the "outright defeat of the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission by 14 Judiciary Committee members who placed principle 
before political expediency . 1 It went on to state that the Leftist 
and Professional FEPC agitators would begin attacking the Republican 
Party charging broken campaign promises and claimed that the best 
manner of dealing with these attacks would be the adoption of 
offensive measures, including Immediate steps toward the end that 
a pro-FEPC plank should not be included in the 1952 GOP Party 
Platform. 


The Informant was unable to advise whether the above 
mentioned letter was actually transmitted to Senator KESSLER. 

D. OPPOSITION TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS 

On August 8 , 1951 Confidential Informantmade available* 
typewritten letter dated July 14, 1951 on printed stationery of the 
American Flag Committee and addressed to Representative USHER L. 
BURDICK. The stationery listed W. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. as Chair¬ 
man of the AFC. The letter congratulated BURDICK on his Insertions 
in the Congressional Record of July 5 and 11, 1951 regarding the 
United Nations, its destruction of U. 3. sovereignty, and the need 
for principled patriotic American leadership in 1952. It was 
further suggested that Representative BURDICK introduce "appropriate 
legislation to rescind the United Nations Charter" before there Is 
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"complete integration of the U. S. and the North Atlantic 
'Democracies'" and we cease to exist as a free nation. The 
Informant did not know whether this letter or a copy thereof was - ^ 
mailed to Representative BURDICK.

On December 12, 1951, Confidential Informant ^Himade 
available a leaflet obtained from U. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. entitled 
"The/82nd Congress'Must Abolish the United Nations." The leaflet 
suggested that such action must be taken "if we are to have a 
fighting chance to survive the coming showdown with the butcher 
•Government' of Soviet Russia." 

On December 12, 1951, Confidential Informant ^(^made 
available a copy of Newsletter -;''13 for October, 1951, prepared 
by the .American Flag Committee, entitled "A Report to the American 
People on UNESCO." In this Newsletter, MAC FARLAND described 
UNESCO as being "a subversive organization consciously furthering 
a campaign calculated to pervert the teaching profession in this 
county, and to destroy the work and Integrity of America's first 
bulwark of freedom - bur tax-supported public schools." MAC TARLAND 
continued by stating that UNESCO's scheme to pervert public education 
appeared In a series of nine volumes entitled yTowards World Under¬ 
standing" which presume to instruct kindergarten and elementary 
grade teachers in the fine art of preparing our youngsters for the 
day when their first loyalty will be to a World Government of 
which the United States will form but an administrative part. 

In describing these booklets, MAC FARLAND states that 
they read like the propaganda put out by thelUnited World Federalists 
Inc., which has been denied tax exemption because of its specifically 
political nature. 


Through info rmati on received at various times from 
Confidential Informant it is known that this issue of the News¬ 

letter received considerable publicity and that MAC FARLAND received 
numerous requests from Individuals throughout the United .States 
for additional copies. kt 

Confidential Informant also advised on December 12, fell 
1951 that MAC FARLAND claimed the above mentioned Newsletter 
concerning UNESCO had been rep rinted in the Congressional Record, 
had been favorably reviewed by a new commentator—in m ._ 

the Northv/est Section of the United ’States, and had been released Q4(( 
as a news story in the October 27, 1951 issue of the "Brooklyn 
Tablet Which MAC FARLAND described as a leading Catholic newspaper. 
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In this conn ectio n, it is noted that on May 15, 1952, 
Confidential Informant made available a printed excerpt from the 
Congressional Record containing the remarks of Representative 
JOHN T. WOOD in the form of AFC Newsletter #13, which was read by 
him into the Congressional Record on October 13, 1951, 


On January 15, 1952, Confidential Informant made 
available a mimeographed memorandum, dated November 16, 1951, entitle< 
"Subverting Public Education in Philadelphia," This memorandum, v/hicl 
the Informant obtained from MAC FARLAND, was addressed to "All Li 
Clergymen in the City and County of Philadelphia' and it was dis¬ 
tributed by the AFC. This memorandum was to be accompan ied b y 
MAC FAR LAND'S Newsletter :!'13 on UNESCO and, according to^BB was 
being distributed for the purpose of arousing interest among the 
Philadelphia Clergymen in the .AFC and against the UN. 

On December 12, 1951, Confidential Informant ^^Bmade 
available AFC Newsletter -,”l4 for November, 1951. In this New-si 
MAC FARLAND condemned the UN flag and the practice of flying this 
flag in preference to the United States flag. He cited an instance 
wherein the City of Denver, Colorado, allowed the UN flag to fly 
above the American flag. MAC FARLAND also pointed out what he 
considered to be the similarity between the UN flag emblem and the 
Soviet Arms Emblem. 



On December 27, 1951, Confidential Informant VBnade 
available a copy of AFC Newsletter -; ,- 15 for December, 1951, which 
the Informant had obtained from MAC FARLAND. This paper again 
attacks the UN and UNESCO, (the United Nations Educational, 

Scientific and Cultural Organization), branding the latter as 
"a part of the overall drive being carried on by all UN agencies 
to reconstitute the world body as an international ruling power. " 

In this Newsletter, MAC FARLAND indicated that commencing in January, 
1952, the monthly reports of the AFC would be known as the "Phila¬ 
delphia Newsletter" rather than the "Newsletter", and also that the 
"Philadelphia Newsletter", as well as the other correspondence 
emanating from the AFC, would bear a newly designed AFC insignia. 

On March 12, 1952, a copy of AFC Newsletter -. ."l6 _fo r bx 

January, 1952 was received from Confidential Informant BIBl This 
Newsletter, captioned ‘1952 - A year for Courage and Active Citizen¬ 
ship" calls for a complete "repudiation of internationalism as a 
principle of United States foreign policy." It is pointed out that 
the two leading World State Pressure Groups, the United V.'orld 
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Federalists, Inc., and the/Atlantic Union Committee, (although 
differing somewhat in thei£ programs since the latter opposes 
UFV/’s plan to include Soviet Russia in a proposed V'orld Government), 
are both cooperating tov/ard the central objective of destroying the 
United States as an independent sovereign nation. MAC FARL/ND then 
urged the support of proposed legislation to remove the United 
States from the United Nations and opposition to measures through 
which large numbers of additional aliens- would gain admittance to thi 
country. The letter concluded by invoking all voters to support 
only candidates who publicly introduced the above policies. 

E, OPPOSITION TO EISENHOWER 

On August 3, 1951, Confidential Informant^(^made avail¬ 
able a typewritten letter on the printed stationery of VI. HENRY 
MAC FARLAND, JR., addressed to Representative HUGH D. SCOTT, 
Vlashington, D. C., dated July 14, 1951. In this letter, MAC FARLAND 
opposed the nomination of General DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER as the 
Republican candidate for President in 1952, condemning him for 
permitting "the Red Army to occup;, nearly half of the Western Old 
World" and questioning whether the decorations received by EISENHOWER 
from a high Red Army Officer 'were so presented as a genuine token 
of appreciation for services rendered." The Informant did not know 
whether this letter or a copy thereof wa3 ever sent to Representative 
SCOTT. 


F. ENDORSEMENT OF MAC ARTHUR 

Confidential Informant Indicated on April 1, 1952 that 

MAC FARLAND had stated, as of March 25, 1952, that he had been workin; 
very closely with "Fighters for MAC ARTHUR" in Pennsylvania since 
last December and was on the ballot in the Fifth Congressional 
District as a MAC ARTHUR-pledged delegate-candidate to the Republican 
National Convention. 

In fact, on April 18, 1952, the same Informant advised 
that MAC FARLAND*s name appeared as the writer of a form letter 
on the letterhead of "Fighters for MAC ARTHUR", the Pennsylvania 
headquarters of which was indicated as 650 Yeadon Avenue, Yeadon, Pa. 
This letter was addressed "Dear Fellow-American", and urged a large 
write-in vote for MAC ARTHUR :Ln the primary election in Pennsylvania 
on April 22, 1952 and vigorous support to secure his election to the 
Presidency in order that he might defend the country from Communism 
and "the forces of evil shall endanger our national being." 
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In the April, 1952 Newslette r -17 , made available on 
May 15, 1952 by Confidential Informant®^ MAC FARLAND characterized 
the claim that the EISENHOWER-For-President Campaign represented 
a "grass-root citizens movement" as one of the greatest frauds ever 
perpetrated upon the American public. He indicated that EISENHOWER 
was being groomed by skilled political planners who might try to 
obtain for him the Presidential nomination on the tickets of both 
major political.parties and thus retire our two-party system of 
government from operation as the first step toward internationalism. 
He then urged the support of MAC ARTHUR as the standard-bearer who 
could preserve our national intelligence and present form of 
Government. He also urged a re-alignment of the two party system to 
make it conform go the two basic ideologies of nationalism and 
representative Government on the one hand, as opposed to inter¬ 
nationalism and government by executive decree on the other. 

MAC FARLAND concluded by explaining that lack of 
sufficient financial support to provide paid workers had thrown the 
full task of all of the organization’s work on him and that urgent 
activities requiring, prior attention had necessitated the omission 
of, Nevrsletter for the months of February and March, 1952. 

Although the title of the periodical "Newsletter: remained 
the same, it did contain for the first time the new AFC insignia 
(promised in the December, 1951 Newsletter), as a part of the heading 
This insignia consisted of the initials AFC surrounded by a circular 
border, within which appeared the motto "Loyal to God and the 
Republic. 

V. EFFORTS TO HAVE NATIONALIST 

ACTION LEAGUE REMOVED FROM THE 
ATTORNEY GENERAL’S LIST 


MAC FARLAND has continued his efforts to have the 
Nationalist Action League removed from the list of organizations 
compiled by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
the provisions of Executive Order 9835. 

On December 18, 1951* Confidential Informant made 

available a letter, dated December 13 > 1951* prepared by MAC FARLAND, 
in which he summarized the steps in this struggle, as well as his 
general activities in connection with the NAL. This letter in part 
is as follows: 
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"In 1948 I established the Committee for 
Nationalist Action, whose CNLY purpose was 
to oppose the New Deal faction at the National 
Convention, and to support the Southern 
Democracts in their opposition to the 
Trumanltes. We distributed literature and 
operated a sound truck -- nothing more. 

Later in that year, I organized the Nationalist 
Action League (the Committee for Nationalist 
Action having been s*t up-as a temporary body 
only). Until April, 1949, the ONLY activities 
engaged in by the League were those (1) opposing 
Socialized Medicine, and (2) a hard and 
successful cattle to defeat FEPC legislation 
at Harrisburg, where four separate votes were 
required to kill it. 

"Approximately a week after the Legislature 
adjourned, Attorney-General Clark issued his 
supplemental list of organizations alleged to 
be subversive. It Included both the Committee 
for Nationalist Action and the Nationalist 
Action League. 

"On May 5, 1949* I Journeyed alone to Washington, 
to protest. In a notarized statement, I 
charged the A.ttorney-General's Office with 
circulating libellous charges against our groups, 
and my voluntary oath of loyalty to our Government 
was submitted to permit my arrest on charges 
of perjury, if the Justice Department could 
present evidence of subversive activity on my 
part. 

"Appeals to the Attorney General for a complete 
investigation of myself and my groups, and for 
a PUBLIC review of the entire matter, were 
fruitless. I appealed to the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities for a hearing, but 
was advised that since the Committee had not 
cited m3' groups, it could not act as a review 
board for the actions of the Attorney General. 

I then contacted the President's Loyalty Review 
Board, with the same negative response coming 
from Seth Richardson. My appeals of Congress 
went without action, and I had no funds with 
which to fight the matter in the courts." 
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On January 9, 1952, Confidential Informant made 

available a mimeographed letter, dated September 25* 1950 on the 
stationery of the NAL, which was addressed to the Honorable J. 

HOWARD MC GRATH, U. S. Attorney General, Washington, D. C. This 
letter in content is somev/hat similar to the above mentioned letter 
and demands that the Attorney General afford the NAL a hearing 
in accordance with the Subversive Activities Control Legislation. 

MAC FARLAND again insists that the NAL should be cited as 
subversive rather than Fascist so that procedure provided by the 
new legislature to secure a hearing and refute that charge might 
be invoked. 


VI. CONTROVERSY RE MACRO-SCOPES 

In September, 1951* W. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. beban 
writing a column entitled VMACro-Scopes" for the weekly publication 
Region Post." In the heading of the "Legion Post", a statement 
appears indicating that the paper is the official veterans 
publication for Delaware County, Pa. 

The articles, written by MAC FARLAND which appeared in 
the "Legion Post",are hereinafter set out by title followed by a 
summary of the subject matter. 

"United World Federalists and UNESCO - 
A Dangerous Team" _ 

This article describes the United World 
Federalists, Inc,j as being one of the "leading 
political pressure groups operating to convert 
the UN into an all-powerful World Government." 

MAC FARLAND also criticizes UNESCO and he did 
in the AFC Newsletter ; v'13. 

"Some Things to be Learned Abdut 
Treaty Law" _ . 

ID this article, MAC FARLAND expresses his 
alarm over the fact that treaties can become 
law inerely by Senate ratification and compares 
this procedure to the ordinary rule of 
legislative procedure requiring adoption of 
the lav/ by both Houses of Congress. MAC FARLAND 
claims that the UN was established through 
"Treaty Lav/." 
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" The Genocide Convention" 

MAC FARLAND states that the Genocide Convention 
was proposed by the UN to outlaw mass extermination 
of any racial, religious, political, or national 
group. However, he stated the Genocide 
Convention was actually a step toward 
superseding the Constitution as the supreme 
law of the United Statesr 

" Preserving Our Heritage" 

In this article, MAC FARLAND states the 
Constitution and the lav/s now in existence 
offer no protection to the American public 
against elected or appointed office holders 
and political groups who misuse their public 
power by misapplication of the existing lav/s. 

MAC FARLAND claims that a public office holder 
"may exercise his rights of free speech, freedom 
of the press, peaceable assembly and petition, 
and manage to stay well within the letter of 
the laws governing each, but morally he may 
be a traitor and be perverting his American 
heritage in order to destroy it," 

"Trinity of Freedom " 

In this article, MAC FARLAND upholds popular 
sovereignty and the representative form of 
government. He points out that popular 
sovereignty is a target for attack by such groups 
as the United World Federalists, Inc., and the 
Atlantic Union Committee.

was "either an actual or potential traitor" to his country. 


On December.,7, 1951, a columnist, in his 

column entitled "In Our Town", appearing on Page 4 of the Philadelphia 
"Evening Bulletin", made the following attack against MAC FARLAND 
and his writings. 
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"PROM THE TOP SECRET FILE: Ever hear the 
name of V/. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR.? 

"The American Legion members in Delaware 
County have. 

"He's been writing a column in their official 
publication, "The Legion Post." Among other 
things he's attacked the United World Federalists - 
and also the opponents of the Pechan Loyalty 
Oath bill.

On March 12, 1952, Confidential Inf ormant ^^made avail- 
able a copy of a letter dated January 17, 1952, addressed to 
SBHHl^of the Philadelphia Daily News by MAC FARLAND^^ 
stated it was being sent line with his promise to keep posted 

as to developments. It well summarizes the controversy just 
described concerning MACro-Scopes in the following fashion: 


"In September of the past year I began a weekly 
column for the LEGION POST, official Amer. Leg. 
publication of Delav/are Co., Pa. In my column 
of Nov. 28th, I criticized disc jockeys who 
present political propaganda as entertainment, 
referring to BARRY GRAY, KAL ROSS and STEVE ALLISON 
as examples. ALLISON had been misrepresenting 
the Legion's Loyalty Oath bill, then pending action 
at Harrisburg. When he obtained a copy of my 
column, he launched into a three-night assault 
upon my character, bringing in the action of the 
Attorney-General. He promised air time to me for 
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"a reply, but later rescinded the offer. 

Columnist EARL SELBY did a follow-up In the 
EVENING BULLETIN In early Dec,, which resulted 
in passage of the enclosed resolution by Upper 
Darby Post ;! £ 2l4 of the Legion, At the request 
of Admiral JOHN V. MC ELDUFF, Civil Defense 
Director for Delaware County, who had seen my 
file of correspondence with CLARK, FOLEY, FORD, 
et. al., the Delaware Co, Legion organization 
accorded me a very x'air hearing. It then 
sustained the resolution of Post -"214, until 
such time as the listing can be reversed, but 
passed another resolution calling upon the 
Legion's Nat'l Americanism Committee to grant 
me a hearing in Washington. That was on Jan, 9th, 
Thus far, no further word on the matter.

Granite-Street, Philadelphia, Pa., and from this ad¬ 
dress publishes the American Flag Committee "News¬ 
letter." The American Flag Committee is an organization 
directed by MacFARLAND and grew out of~Trhe—Nati on a l - i -s t — 
Action League, of which MacrARLAND was the director and 
which is now defunct, according to informants. Policies 
advocated by MacFARLAND, as reflected in the "Newsletter," 
continue to criticize the United Nations, and during past 
months the newsletters have also indicated his opposition 
to the present administration as well as both major 
political parties. MacFARLAND attended a founding confer¬ 
ence held in Chicago, Ill., to form the Constitution Party 
of the United States and has been active in organizing an 
affiliate of this group, the Constitution Party of 
Pennsylvania. He holds the position of Secretary of the 
t National Constitution Party and is Registrar for the 
Pennsylvania Constitution Party, 
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I. BACKGROUND 




Confidential Informantm^dvised that '.V. HENRY MacFARLAND, 
Jr., continues to reside at 876 Granite Street, Philadelphia, Pa. He 
conducts his business as Chairman of the American Flag Committee from 
this address and publishes the American Flag Committee "Newsletter" on 
a monthly basis. He also has conducted limited activity as Secretary 
of the Constitution Party of the United States and as Registrar of the 
Constitution Party of Pennsylvania during the past several weeks. 


The informant stated that contributions to the American Flag 
Committee, as well as orders for the "Newsletter" and for American Flag 
seals, which MacFARLAND sells, apparently constitute his only source of 
income. 

On November 18, 1952,®^®advised that during the period July 31, 
1952, through October 10, 1952, MacFARLAND had received in donations and 
orders approximately $285. The informant was unable to state if this was 
a complete record of MacFARLAND's receipts. 



II. ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF OF THE AMERICAN 
FUG COMMITTEE 


It has been previously reported that MacFARUND formed the 
American Flag Committee in September, 1950 , as a s ub-bo dy of the Nationalist 
Action League, but Confidential Informants^HB|and^^have reported that 
since that time MacFARLAND's efforts have been directed entirely under the 
name of the American Flag Committee, and the Nationalist Action League is 
considered a defunct organization. 


A brief summary of the AFC newsletters received and not previous¬ 
ly reported is set out below:

For the first time, newsletter 18 contained the new American Flag 
Committee insignia, "promised in the December, 1951, newsletter) as a part 
of the heading. This insignia consisted of the initials AFC surrounded by 
a circular border within which appeared the motto "Loyal to God and the 
Republic." This newsletter was also printed, as explained in the letter, 
on a new model A-20 Vari-Typer, which MacFARLAND explained he had been able 
to purchase through a loan. Tho following names were listed as members of 
the American Flag Committee:

The letter discussed the criticism being directed against the 
American Flag Committee by friends of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNESCO) as a result of MacFARLAND's 
October, 1951, ,r Report to the American People on UNESCO." MacFARLAND states 
that the first line of attack is upon the report itself and is typified by 
material placed in the Congressional report of April 1 (pages 21249—50) by 
Representative A. S. J. CARNAHAN of Missouri. MacFARLAND states that prior 
to publishing a reply to the charges set forth by this Congressman, the 
following letter is being sent to the National Commission for UNESCO, 
official liaison between UNESCO, the American teaching profession, and the 
general American public.

"As the AFC is a firm believer in freedom of speech and of 
the press, which implies fair presentation of both sides of any 
public controversy, your Commission is cordially invited to sub¬ 
mit whatever charges or complaints it may feel justified in mak¬ 
ing against our Report, which will be accorded verbatim publica¬ 
tion in the abovementioned Newsletter.

MacFARLAMO then goes on to state that the coming June Newsletter 
will present the reader with a summation of both sides of this increasingly 
stormy UNESCO controversy, which has lately been raised to national prominence. 


MacFAELAND goes on to state that the second lino of attack being 
made by UNESCO supporters is in t he nature of the well-known Communist-type 
smear. He states that a very involved situation which developed several 
years ago is being exploited to leave with the general public the impression 
that your chairman personally is an enemy of our constitutional republic and 
a friend of totalitarianism. He states that his reply to this particular 
campaign of vilification, to which the National Administration at Washington 
has given overt support, will be the publication of a series of letters and 
documents involving the most highly placed government officials, which will 
give the American people some small idea of the actual risk which a citizen 
must take if he or she wishes to actively oppose the efforts of those who 
admit that they aim at changing our fundamental American cepts of government.

The newsletter goes or to discuss an article written in the 
American iVcekly, Sunday supplement of newspapers throughout the United States.

Nac FARLAND objects to DPESSLER's plan to have "midway institutions" for 
psycopathic casc-s where unstable individuals would bo sent for treatment, 
not to be released unless certified cured. llacFARLAMD objects to the idea 
because ha fears that there may bo commitment based on information given 
by a spiteful neighbor, n rolativ* seeking the worldly goods of a victim 
who might thusly be judged incapable cf administering his own property, or 
an unscrupulous son or daughter who might seize upon some inoffensive 
eccentricities of an aged parent to accomplish the same or a similar object¬ 
ive . 


MacFARLAND draws the conclusion that to follow DRESSLER's proposal 
might have serious effects because there are psychiatrists and mental hygien¬ 
ists who arc interested in giving their work a political twist.

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points out the increased use of terms such as "crackpots," "lunatic friends," 
and others of similar connotation which have been applied to those who have 
opposed ths growth of internationalism, the United Nations, and the display 
of the United Nations flag in a position of superiority to the United States 
flag, etc. MacFARLAND points out that a more specific attempt to portray 
critics of UNESCO as being of unsound mind was incorporated in a report cir¬ 
culated in May, 1952, by the American Friends Service Committee, Inc., 825 
Herkimer Street, Pasadena, Calif.

III. ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF OF THE CONSTITUTION PARTY 

Confidential Informant®!^ on September 22, 1952, advised that 
he attended a meeting purported to be of the American Flag Committee on 
August 15, 195?, at the Adelrhia Hotel in Philadelphia, Fa. The informant 
advised that approximately lLi persons attended this meeting and HENRY 
MacFARLAND, Jr., presided. 

MacFARLAND spoke of attending the founding convention of the 
Constitution Party of the United States in Chicago, Ill., during the previous 
week in August and told the group that there were 156 delegates from hO 
states attending the convention. ?*acFARLAND told the group that the work of 
the American Flag Committee at that time was concerned mainly with incorpor¬ 
ating the Constitution Party in the State of Pennsylvania. MacFARLAND 
further stated that the group should rally the people together to demand 
that the United States withdraw from the United Nations, and the group must 
fight against the world federalists, the Atlantic I'nion group, the North 
Atlantic Treaty organization, UNESCO, and against the election of General 
EISENHOWER.

Ho. stated that both major political parties were in the hands of 
the internationalists, and the answer was to make a protest vote by conduct¬ 
ing a write-in campaign for General DOJGLAS MacARTKUR. He stated that it 
was time that this government was conducted according to the Constitution 
and control of the country should be taken away from the domination of 
foreign powers. 


Informant stated that the meeting arpeared to be strictly a 
political discussion, and no un-American statements wera made.

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"ost of these persons or groups share MacFAftLAND’s stand, in opposing the 
United Nat .ons and have generally favored General DOUGLAS ^acARTHUR as a 
presidential candidate and generally opposed the policies advocated by 
both major political parties. * ^ 

During this period,^^^has advised that none of rtacFAhLAWD *s 
correspondence has mentioned the Nationalist Action League by name, and it 
is the informant's belief that the Nationalist Action League is an organiza¬ 
tion now defunct. It is to be noted that the Nationalist Action League was 
cited by the Attorney General of the United States as an organization falling

C. AFC Funds 

Confidential Informant^B^furnished on December 1, 1953, a 
mimeographed letter prepared under the letterhead of the AFC, which was 
signed by W. HENRY M..C FARLiND, Jr. In this letter MAC F.JIL.ND states 
as follows: 

"In November of 1952, ve had more than 800 active patriots who 
were supporting our work by voluntary subscription to our Newsletter. 
Today, that number has dropped to less than 300. Since ours is NOT a 
fund-soliciting group, and since subscriptions and sale of extra copies 
of the Newsletter provide our sole sourco of revenue for continuing AFC 
activities, wc are at the point of dissolution, to which enemies plan¬ 
ned to bring us when their concerted camoaign of smear and abuse was begun 
in 1951. 


. "Ie have been forced to omit publication of Newsletter 
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for ‘Voterabor and October because a lack fund 0 for me^tin^ orint- 
ine blll<5. ^ho current v ewslrttor ha? boon issued on ’•'orrcwrpd funds, 
in order that those who have supoorted our work mav h ?vp the facts. 

. . . I do not know what the future holds, I hope that a 
sufficient number of those who receive and read our November Newsletter 
will make it financially possible for the AFC to recover and carry on 
its work.

II. ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF OF THE AFC 

Confidential Informants ^(^and^^^reported that the primary 
and almost sole activity of the i.FC consists of its publication of News¬ 
letters and circulars which oppose the United Nations and World Government 
the present administration, both major political parties, Universal Mili¬ 
tary Training, and the NATO Status of Forces Treaty and which favor the 
proposed Bricker Amendment and the Waiter-McCarran Act. Recently, however 
AFC has increased its activity in behalf of the Constitution Party associ¬ 
ation of Pennsylvania. 

A. Summary of „FC Newsletters Received 
and Not Previously Reported_ 


Newsletter 26 - April 1953 

This newsletter announces the first annual Flag Day dinner and 
rally of the A^C, to be held in Philadelphia at the Adelphia Hotel on the 
evening of Saturday, June 13, 1953* Admission tickets'were to be sent 
free to all who wished to attend. Dinner tickets were to be available 
at a price of ^5.00 each, -special radio fund was set up in order to 
carry Congressman USHER £<*SURDICK'3 (R - TO) radio address in the met¬ 
ropolitan area of Philadelphia and adjacent Delaware, Maryland, and New 
Jersey. A request is made herein for the individuals who cannot attend 
either the dinner or the rally to contribute Si.00 for this half hour 
radio broadcast. The Newsletter notes that plans are to make the dinner 
and rally an annual observance. Congressman BURDICK, it is noted, is the 
author of H. R. 105, providing for the withdrawal of the United States 
membership in the United Nations. 

The remainder of this Newsletter reads in part as followsj 
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"Senate Joint Resolution 1, otherwise known as the Bricker 
jnendncnt, is familiar to our readers as a measure designed to prevent 
United Nations and other internationally-proposed treaties from des¬ 
troying or weakening any of the rights, liberties or immunities guar¬ 
anteed the American Peoole by their Constitution. Under present cir¬ 
cumstances, domestic laws of the United States can be invalidated if 
they happen to conflict with the provisions of any treaty which been 
ratified by the Senate. As a result of this fact, the promoters of 
Vorld Government have been working thru the United Nations and its 
Specialized Agencies to draft and present to our Senate for ratifica¬ 
tion a host of 'covenants' and 'conventions' whose language would radi¬ 
cally alter not only the laws under which we live, but the principles 
and basic institutions from which they have sprung. 

"Congressman USI-T R L. BURDICK, in an insertion which he placed 
in the Congressional Record of April 16th, quotes DULLES statements con¬ 
cerning the treaty-making powers of the Senate in 1952 and again in op¬ 
posing the Pricker measure this year. Prior to the Presidential election, 
DULLES was obviously anxious to capitalize upon the growing antipathy of 
the .'.mcrican People toward the UN and other international organizations 
seeking to employ treaties as a means of legislating our domestic affairs. 
Now, however, the situation is altered, with the election won, Mr. DULLES 
is able to drop his pose of concern for maintaining our constitutional 
integrity, and to join forces once again with the promoters of a World 
State who see the Bricker Amendment as a barrier to their objectives. 

". . . . We have often charged that the United Nations is, it¬ 
self, an embryonic Wtorld Government, and that the longer it is permitted 
a voice and influence in our country's relations with the other governments 
of the world, the greater will become its self-evolution in the direction 
of Global Statehood. 

"The latest revelation concerning the UN's trend toward usurp¬ 
ing the cowers and functions of actual government has to do with its is¬ 
suance of a kind of world currency. This UN currency, called unura, is 
a product of UNESCO, the United Nations' Educational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organization, and is being used by individuals wishing to send money 
to friends or relatives abroad and at the same time avoid paying Uncle 
Sam the customary fee for a money order. UNESCO, therefore, is going in¬ 
to direct competition—subsidized competition, since we pay most of the 
expenses—with our own United States Postal Service, robbing it of thou¬ 
sands of dollars in revenue each year." 

Newslettor #27 - May-June 1953 


This Newslettor contains an editorial by MAC R.RL.ND in which 
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he praises President SYNGM'.N RHEE of South Korea in the leader's oppo¬ 
sition to the Korean truce. This Newsletter states in part as followsj 

"Wo should honor this man, SYNGMAN RHEE, and resist all ef¬ 
forts to involve our Country in current international intrigues designed 
to bring about the collapse of his government; for if RHEE loses his 
fight to preserve South Korea's sovereignty in the face of UN efforts 
to usurp it, then the organization chartered by ALGER HISS at San Fran¬ 
cisco in 19 US, will have consummated its first naked power grab in its 
step by step quest for VTorld Government. 

"The internationalists are attempting to work upon RHEE the 
same evil strategy which they so effectively used to undermine the 
government and leadership of CHI-NG-K^T-SHEK. In that instance, they 
delivered the mainland of China to a Red regime which, even despite its 
aggression and plunder in Korea, they are at this very minute scheming 
to have admitted to the United Nations. If their tactics work with RHEE, 
another portion of the land mass of Asia will ultimately fall under the 
Hammer and "ickle. 

". . . . Many of our citizens believe that a speedy truce would 
at least prevent the further slaughter and injury of thier Countrymen by 
the Chinese and North Korean Reds. The truth is that the truce terms 
arrived at by Communist and United Nations negotiators present an open 
invite.tion to the former to strike again. Korea is to be left divided, 
half slave, half free, thus perpetuating the very situation which led 
to the outbreak of hostilities in 19U9. .According to the original agree¬ 
ment dividing Korea—an agreement sanctioned by the UN, but never by 
the legitimate government of the Korean people—all occupying forces were 
to be withdrawn and free national elections held. During their stqy in 
North Korea, however, the Soviets established a native puppet government 
which refused to participate in such elections. In the four years prior 
to the outbreak of the Korean ’-Tar, the UN did nothing to compel the Com¬ 
munists to permit the country to be unified peaceably. Now, the UN nego¬ 
tiators sit down with the Reds and, arrogantly ignoring the offical rep¬ 
resentative of the legitimate South Korean State, conclude yet another 
agreement which leaves the Communists in as strong a position as they 
occupied in 19U9. 

"If SYNGM.iN RHEE loses his fight for Korean liberty, which is 
menaced both by the Communists and a Rt d-appeasing UN, then the prece¬ 
dent has been established for United Nations rule, not simply by written 
decree but by force of arms, over any nation refusing to abide by its 
recommendations. 
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. Another encouraging development is the position taken 
by the 'racricnn legion in condemning UNESCO, the United Nations' Education¬ 
al, Scientific and Cultural Organization, at its recent national conven¬ 
tion. In October 1951, your AFC published a detailed exposure of the type 
of un-American oropaganda which UNESCO disseminates amongst the teaching 
Profession in this Country. Immediately, organized attacks were launched 
uoon us by friends of UNESCO and the "forId Government movement which it 
has abetted. Charges were made that the AFC had used lies and distortions 
in accusing the UN agency of a bold attempt to undermine the patriotism 
and national consciousness of American's school children. 

"Now, therefore, we feel that you will be interested in reading 
the full text of the American Legion's resolution, which expresses the 
same sentiments and findings set forth by your AFC in 1951* It is to be 
hoped that Congress will now take action to exclude UNESCO from access to 
funds appropriated for the use of the United Nations, and that the U. S. 
State Department's National Commission for UNESCO will be abolished. This 
latter Commission acts as liaison between the UN agency and the American 
teaching profession, and as a transmission belt for UNESCO propaganda." 

This Newsletter makes references to the first annual Flag Day 
dinner and rally of the AFC held in Philadelphia on June 13, 1953. It 
states that 90 persons attended the dinner, including 13 veterans from 
the U. S. Naval Hospital, Philadelphia, who were guests of the committee. 

It further states that approximately 150 persons participated in the rally 
held later in the evening. The Newsletter notes that Congressman BURDICK 
delivered an half hour address over radio station VHP, Philadelphia. His 
speech dealt extensively with the United Nations and its evolutionary 
trend toward World Government. 

Newsletter -^28 - July 1953 


This Newsletter deals primarily with the Bricker Amendment (Senate 
Joint Resolution 1) which would prevent the ratificiation of treaties and 
executive agreements which, according to the Newsletter, "supersede the 
basic domestic laws of the United States r 'f America." It describes the 
substitute "Knowland Measure" as being "without virtue in the matter of 
preventing international organizations such as the United Nations from 
usurping the legislative, judicial and executive powers of our own duly- 
constituted federal and state authorities. It is a fraud and a fake, de¬ 
signed to confuse and divide the many groups and individuals who present¬ 
ly support the honest and forthright Bricker Amendment." 
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The Newsletter reads in part as followsj 

"The increasing need for speedy adoption of the Bricker Amend¬ 
ment was again demonstrated in July, when the U. S. Senate proceeded to 
ratify as a treaty, the Status of Forces Agreement which the Truman- 
Acheson Administration concluded-with NATO-member countries in London, 
England, on June 19, 1951* Among other provisions, this treaty removes 
members of our armed services from the jurisdiction and protection of 
the United States, if and when they are accused of having committed un¬ 
lawful acts in the NATO-country to which they are assigned. Instead of 
being tried before U. S. Military authorities, as in the past, our boys 
will henceforth be surrendered for arrest, trial, and possible imprison¬ 
ment by the foreign nation wherein their offense is alleged to have been 
committed. 


"Under ordinary circumstances, perhaps, our servicement might 
expect reasonably fair treatment at the hands of the western European 
countries which comprise the NATO alliance. Today, however, with uncon¬ 
cealed anti-American sentiment running high in those nations, with fel¬ 
low-travelers and self-avowed Communists holding key positions in the 
law-enforcement, Judicial and legislative bodies of these lands, the dan¬ 
ger of political persecution of American servicement is a very real one 
indeed. 


"... .The admission of Red China to the United Nations appears 
to have bec-n one of the secret conditions upon which the 'truce' was con¬ 
cluded in the Korean War. In our opinion, which will either be confirmed 
or proven erroneous during the next twelve months, our DULLES-dominated 
State Department has 'let it be known 1 that the United States Government 
cannot, for domestic political reasons, support a UN berth for the Com¬ 
munist regime at Peiping. Our 'allies' have been reassured, however, 
that we will abide by 'the will of the majority' in the United Nations, 
and that if this majority approves' the entry of Red China into the world 
organization, no reprisals will be taken in the form of discontinued mili¬ 
tary and/or economic aid to the nations so voting." 

Newsletter #29 - August 19$3 

This Newsletter deals primarily with a condemnation of UNESCO, 
particularly the project, which, according to the Newsletter, is receiv¬ 
ing serious attention of U^SCO officials of establishing a United Nations 
University "from which there may be selected the leadership of a future 
World Government." 
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This Nev/slctter reads in part as follows: 

"Since, its inception in 19bB, it has been the purpose of UNESCO— 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization—to 
infiltrate the teaching professions of its member-countries with the view 
toward capturing their educational systems for use in propagating the 
political objectives of the UN. These objectives, often diversified ac¬ 
cording to the fields in which they are to be met, are geared to a single 
ultimate goal—that of transforming the- UN from an assembly of independent 
and sovereign nations into one vested with supreme legislative, judicial 
and executive authority over all countries and peoples on the face of Earth. 

"... .Unlike- the nations of Europe, Asia, and South America, 
our educational system is not centrally administered by any arm of the 
federal government. 

"... .UNESCO, therefore, was forced to operate' more and 
more at the local level, where its proponents could be readily identified 
and where most important of all, its various schemes and programs could 
be argued and if need be, blocked by grass-root action. 

"... .UNESCO might win a victory in this town or that, but 
overall domination of school policy th ruou t even one particular state 
has thus far eluded its best efforts, , 

"... .much behind-the-acroes consideration is being given to 
a plan outlined by Professor JEROItfyuAVIS in the January 1953, issue of V/ 

UNITED NATIONS WORLD, under the caption: 'Needed—A UN University.' 

"... .Under such a s*;t-up, the United States would not even 
have the power needed to prevent known Communists among its own nationals 
from obtaining posts on the faculty of the UN university. This is made 
clear by the recent actions of a United Nations court, which reversed 
the dismissal of twelve Secretariat employes who refused to discuss their 
alleged Red affiliations before the U’. S. Senate investigating committee. 

Indeed, so far to the Communist side did the UN tribunal go that it or¬ 
dered damages to be paid to the accused out of UN funds. U. S. taxpayers 
were thus assessed for the benefit of alleged enemies of our Republic, 
since we pay a full third of the moneys supplied to keep ALGER HISS' em¬ 
bryonic World State in business l 

"Annther disturbing development concerns the intimation by 
U. S. Secretary of State JOHN FOSTER DULLES that the Eisenhower Administration 
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will seek abolition of the veto when the United Nations meets to amend 
its Charter in 1955- 

"The veto power represents the only vestage of sovereignty 
which our Nation possesses at the UN. Without it, a majority of UN 
members may at any time compel the U. S. to participate in programs 
diametrically opposed to our legitimate national -interests—including 
further UN 'police actions' similar to the tragic three-year farce in 
Korea. Moreover, without the vote, we shall be utterly powerless to 
nrevent the seating of Red China, a move which obviously is desired by 
a majority of our 'allies' in the world organization." 

The Newsletter also went on record as being in favor of "at 
least postponing the admission of Hawaii to the Union until its popula¬ 
tion can be made more representative of the Union of which it aspires 
to become a part." It states that a "Red-domin;ted Hawaii would place 
the continental United States in immediate jeopardy of air and sea-borne 
invasion, as all military authorities agree would have been the case if 
the Japanese had succeeded in occupying the Islands in 19U1." 

Newsletter #30 - November 1953 

This Newsletter is devoted in its entirety to a defense of AFC 
from attack by "a motley assortment of Communists, fellow-travelers, Fabian 
and ADA Socialists, and the interlocking network of groups and personali¬ 
ties committed to the establishment of World Covernment thru the auspices 
of the United Nations, NATO, or seme other international organization." 

This Newsletter reads in part as followsi 

"Firstly, the charge that either the American Flag Committee or 
its Chairman has been cited for wrongdoing by any agency of the U. S. 
Government is false and libelous. 

"The second charge which has received nation-wide.publicity is 
to the effect that the Nationalist Action League—a group which your 
Chairman directed in 19U8 and 19h9—was cited as 'Fascist' by the Attor¬ 
ney General's office in Washington. This accusation is factually true, . ." 

At this point the Newsletter goes into detail concerning the 
personal background of MAC FARLA.ND. He states that he was born in Phila¬ 
delphia on May 19, 1921, and that physical disabilities suffered in early 
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childhood seriously interrupted his formal education so that he was 
not able to attend high school. The same handicaps were responsible 
for a b-F draft status at the onset of 'Torld ,; /ar II. The Newsletter 
states that MAC FARIAND first became interested in exposing persons 
and groups with Marxist sympathies while employed by the U. S. Army 
Transportation Office in Philadelphia in the early 19U0 1 s. He states 
that he contacted a‘ number of individuals and organizations attacked 
in left wing literature and found most of them to be "v/holly devoted 
to the cause of maintaining a constitution republican form of govern¬ 
ment in the United States." In September 19h5, according to the News¬ 
letter, MAC FARLAND, "on the accumulated savings of many years" decided 
to devote himself to the task of writing and speaking on behalf of what 
he believed to be the American way of life as a fulltime activity. 

According to the Newsletter, MAC FARLAND became associated 
with the Committee for Nationalist Action in 19b8. Its primary ob¬ 
jective was that of effecting foreign policy plans in the platforms of 
both Parties which would repudiate Internationalism. In October 19b8, 
the Nationalist Action League succeeded as a permanent group the Com¬ 
mittee for Nationalist Action. This group engaged in two projects 
shortly after its beginning. The first was a postcard campaign to 
arouse public opposition to passage of any type of compulsory health 
insurance—Socialized Medicine, The second was an extremely active 
effort to defeat a Fair Employment Practices bill which was under con¬ 
sideration in the Pennsylvania Legislature. On April 27, 19li9, MAC 
FARIAND relates that he was advised that the Nationalist Action League 
had been placed on a list of organizations alleged to be subversive 
by the U. S. Attorney General, 

MAC FARLAND at this point goes into a long and detailed ac¬ 
count of his efforts to have the Nationalist Action League removed from 
the Attorney General's list. Ho notes that he was refused formal hear¬ 
ings the Attorney General's office and was refused definition of the 
word "Fascist" as used by the Attorney General in the citation. MAC 
FARLAND, the Newsletter relates, was denied a hearing by the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities in this regard. He also was denied 
a hearing before the President's Loyalty Review Board. Appeals to a 
number of senators and representatives and to the Senate Internal Secur¬ 
ity Committee produced no better results, according to the Newsletter. 

MAC FARIAND concludes his defense by stating he has taken an oath to 
the effect that he is not now, nor ne.vor has been, a member of ary or¬ 
ganization advocating a Fascist or any other totalitarian form of govern¬ 
ment in the United Statc-s. He states that his sworn statement to this 
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effect is in the files of the U. 3. Attorney General at Washington and 
also is of court record in Philadelphia, where he complied with the 
Loyalty Oath provided by the Pennsylvania Legislature in legislation 
which "I actively helped to have enacted several years ago."

This Newsletter deals primarily with the charge that "Red 
China will be admitted to UN as IKE continues ACHESON policy of ap¬ 
peasement." 

This Newsletter reads in part as followsj 

"The so-called 'Republican' Administration of DWIGHT DAVID 
EISENHOWER is coming more and more to reflect the basic policies and 
doctrines of its New Peal and Fair Deal predecessors. The great 
'change' for which millions voted in 1952 has so far been confined 
to the meaningless party labels of that insignificant percentage of 
government officials comprising the Administration's topside leader¬ 
ship, and a shift from the mailed fist to the velvet glove technique 
in the matter of 'handling' both Congress and the voters. 

"... .one docs not add to the strength of nationalists by 
electing internationalists; and, secondly, that the New Deal Republi¬ 
cans are fully as dangerous in their intent to demolish the fabric of 
constitutional government as are their Democratic counterparts. 

"... .Recognition and admission of Red China were discussed 
at the recent Bermuda Conference attended by EISENHOWER, CHURCHILL and 
LANIEL. There, plans were laid for what history may reveal as the Re¬ 
publican Yalta of 195U—the forthcoming Berlin Conference with the 
Soviet Union. It is apparent that vast concessions to Kremlin demands 
were agreed upon by President EISENHOYER «nd the British Premier and 
that the general nature of these has been transmitted to Moscow well 
in advance of the Berlin meetings." 

The remainder of this Newsletter is devoted to "the betrayal 
of CHIANG KAI SHEK and SYNGMAN RHEE, "the question of trade with the 
Soviets and their satellites, and opposition to World Government.

This Newsletter is devoted entirely to the text of a radio 
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broadcast by MAC FARIAND over Station WIP, Philadelphia, on February 2, 
Pertinent cxccmts from this speech arc as follows} 

"Fellow-Americans: 

"There is a loophole in the Constitution permitting the Presi¬ 
dent and as few as two Senators, acting with one or more foreign powers, 
to create and destroy American laws which the President, both Houses of 
Congress, and the Legislatures of two-thirds of our States, may not law¬ 
fully do alone. 

"This loophole occurs in Paragraph 2, Article VI of the Con¬ 
stitution, which says that treaties may become the supreme Law of the 
Land even when containing provisions directly contrary to those of the 
constitutions and laws of any or all of our U8 states. Treaties be¬ 
come the supreme Law of our Nation when ratified by a vote of two-thirds 
of the Senators 7/ho are present when the vrote is taken. Thus, if but 
only one Senator is on the floor when a treaty comes up for action, and 
if he votes in favor, then that treaty has the majority needed for 
adoption. 


", . . .So an Act which was unconstitutional when passed by 
both Houses of Congress and signed by the President became wholly law¬ 
ful, and equal in force to the Constitution itself, when adopted as a 
treaty in cooperation with a foreign government l 

". . . .In 1913, California passed a law restricting owner¬ 
ship of property to persons eligible to become U. 5. citizens. It was 
tested in the courts and found to be constitutional. In 1950, a Japan¬ 
ese alien attacked it as being in conflict with the United Nations Charter, 
which had been ratified as a treaty in 19h5» The lower courts uphold this 
argument, holding the California law null and void, not because it viola¬ 
ted the U. S. Constitution, but a 'civil rights' clause in the United 
Nations Charter. The decision was slightly altered, but its effect re¬ 
mained the same, when the California Supreme Court upheld the destruc¬ 
tion of the Land Law on the basis of 'moral' rather then strictly legal 
commitments which we are supposed to have incurred as a member of the UN. 

"Next came President TRUMAN's seizure of the steel mills in 
1952, violatingthe constitutional prohibition against Government acqui¬ 
sition of private property without just compensation to its owners. The 
case went to the Supreme Court where the Chief Justice and two of his 
Associates held that the President has a right to confiscate private 
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property and invade private enterprise, if necessary to fulfill American 
commitments to the United Nations. 

"We may thank God that a majority of the Members of the Su¬ 
preme Court disagreed and reversed the President's action, but the fact 
that three Justices, including the Chief Justice, officially held that 
the U« N. Charter gives the president dictatorial powers strictly for¬ 
bidden by the Constitution, should be a warning to Americans who are 
jealous of the precious liberties they enjoy as citizens of the United 
States. 


"Now the Pricker Amendment would end this nonsense about 
treaties superseding laws which Americans have adopted for their own 
self-government. Let me read the 'mendment to you, as it will appear 
in our Constitution if ratified by Congress and our State Legislatures. 
Section 1 states: 

'A provision of a treaty which conflicts with this 
Constitution shall not be of any force or effect.' 

"Is there a citizen listening to me tonight who would say 
that this demand is unreasonable? If a treaty can put unconstitution¬ 
al laws on our statute books, and destroy constitutional laws already 
there, of what force is the Constitution itself? 

"Section 2 of the Bricker Amendment protects State laws such 
as those adopted by our own Pennsylvania Legislature, which no foreign 
power has any right to disturb. It provides: 

'A treaty shall become effective as internal law in 
the United States only thru legislation which would 
be valid in the absence of treaty.' 

"That Section merely says that a treaty, even when backed by 
legislation adopted by Congress, may not compel changes in .the domes¬ 
tic laws of our Country which would be unconstitutional if passed by 
Congress alone, without help from a foreign power. To oppose this very 
clear and simple provision is to argue that foreign governments or in¬ 
ternational organizations should have the power to help make or break 
American laws which the American People's own elected representatives 
in Congress are forbidden to do alone. 

Section 3 of the Pricker Amendment says: 
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'Congress shall have power to regulate all executive 
and other agreements with any foreign power or inter¬ 
national organization. All such agreements shall be 
subject to the Limitations imposed on treaties by 
this Article.' 

"An executive agreement is one between the President and one 
or more foreign powers. The commitments which Presidents ROOSEVELT and 
TRUMAN made at Yalta and Potsdam are examples in point. Executive 
Agreements may be made in secret, binding our Nation to all sorts of 
harmful projects, and need not be ratified by even a single Senator! 

The Bricker Amendment merely places these agreements under the same 
safeguards provided for treaties in Section 1 and 2, which I have pre¬ 
viously read. 

"And that, Americans, is the Bricker Amendment, which is 
so bitterly fought by the advocates of unlimited presidential author¬ 
ity, of big government and rule from the top, of World Government to 
be achieved by transferring more and move power from the hands of the 
American People and their elected representatives to some supra-na¬ 
tional body such as the United Nations. 

"Immediate action, on the Amendment, however, is essential, 
as there are more than 200 dangerous cn-iTenante and other agreements 
drafted or being drafted bv the United Nations for presentation to 
our U. S. Senate in treaty form. They cover every phase of life as 
we know it, and if only a dozen are finally accepted and become the 
supreme Law of our Land, then our domestic laws and concepts of gov¬ 
ernment will be so radically altered as to wholly destroy our exist¬ 
ence as a free, indeoendent and sovereign people. 

". . . . Opponents of the r ricker Amendment say it would tic 
the President's hands in foreign affairs. This simply is not true. 

In negotiating and approving treaties v.'hich are proper and necessary 
to our relations with other world powers, the President would be as 
free as ever to submit, and the Senate to ratify, firm and .binding 
agreements. I must concede, however, that the Bricker Amendment would 
most certainly bind the hands of both the President and the Senate 
in approving schemes such as those concocted at Yalta and Potsdam, 
or any United Nations treaty which limits freedom of speech, of the 
press or of religious worship, or which abridges our domestic State 
laws. In these instances, I firmly believe that most Americans will 
agree that such a 'tying of hands' is long overdue. 
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"It has also been argued that there is no need for the Bricker 
Amendment since no treaty has thus far done injury to citizens of the 
United States. T conclude my remarks by giving you irrefutable proof 
to the contrary. 

"In June, 1951> the TRUMN-ACHESON Administration signed a 
secret agreement in.London with the foreign nations of the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization. One section of the pact provided that 
American Servicemen accused of violating the laws of any NATO nation 
where they are on duty may be arrested by the authorities of that 
country, tried in its courts and under its own laws, and on convic¬ 
tion be imprisoned for such a time and under such conditions as the 
foreign court may decree. Prior to this agreement, American G.L's 
accused of wrongdoing abroad were turned over to United States mili¬ 
tary authorities for trial under American laws and American standards 
of justice. 

"Last July this NATO pact came- before our Senate with the 
endorsement of President EISENHCWER and Secretary of State JOHN FOSTER 
DULLES. It was ratified as the NATO Status of Forces Treaty, the vote 
being 72 to 15 for adoption after a move by Senator BRICKER to prevent 
foreign trial and imprisonment of Americans was defeated, 53 to 27'. 

"Has any American boy suffered as a result of this Treaty? 

I will let you be the judge. 

"Shortly after the Treaty was ratified an American Private, 
RICHARD KEEFE, had a bit too much wine in Paris. He drove off with a 
French taxicab, was apprehended and tried for 'robbery.' Last Octo¬ 
ber he was sentenced by a French court—listen, Americans—sentenced 
to five years in solitary confinement, at hard labor, with the possi¬ 
bility of being transferred to an island penal colony to serve out 
his term. 


"Who are more deserving of the protection of the United 
States Constitution than our men who wear the uniform of tHcir coun¬ 
try and serve its commands in the far-away places of the Earth? Yet, 
under the NATO Treaty, these men of ours face arrest, trial and long¬ 
term imprisonment at the discretion of foreign nations whose peoples 
they arc helping to protect. Private KFEFE deserved punishment, but by 
his own Countrymen and in accordance v/ith American standards of jus¬ 
tice. 
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"In the ease of Private KEEFE, and in the fact that many 
other Americans may suffer his fate, alone and forgotten in the jails 
of alien countries, we have proof-positive that treaties can destroy, 
and have destroyed, vital rights and immunities which it is the God- 

given prerogative of every American to call his own. 

* 

"The Brick'cr Amendment will enforce thc~Constitution, not 
weaken it. To prevent its actual destruction, bit by bit, by the adop¬ 
tion of treaties which render it impotent, I urge you to telegraph 
your Senators to support the measure, and to reject any compromise or 
substitute which would accomplish less than that provided by Senator 
BRICKER and the 62 Senators who co-spor.sorcd his Amendment in 1953. 

"Thank you, and good evening."

II. ACTIVITIES OF MacFARLAND ON 
_BEHALF OF THE AFC _ 


Confidential Informants and reported that 
the main activity of the AFC consists of its publication of 
the AFC Newsletter, which opposes the United Nations, world

parties, and wire tapping legislation. The AFC, according 
to informants, also publishes additional circulars from time 
to time and sponsors an annual Flag Day celebration in Phila¬ 
delphia in June of each year.

MacFARLAND observed in the cover letter that he would be in 
Washington, D.C., from August 27th to September 2nd, 1954, on 
behalf of the AFC to attempt to defeat the attempt of certain 
groups to gain the support of the American Legion National 
Convention on behalf of UNESCO (United Nations Educational, 
Scientific, and Cultural Organization).

This Newsletter Is concerned primarily with an 
attack on world government theorists, international banking 
circles, and "the Eieenhower-Dulles-Rockefeller administration."

Communist and Socialist movements carrying the seed of Marxian 
doctrine of world revolution. 

Newsletter No. 34, March, 1954 

This Newsletter is concerned primarily with an 
attack upon the forces in the United States Government that 
brought about the defeat of the proposed Bricker Amendment. 
MacFARLAND points out herein that the defeat of the amendment 
was predicted in the Newsletter for February, 1954. He brands 
as dishonorable the substitute motions proposed by Senators 
KNOWLAND and FERGUSON, who are portrayed as hatchet men for 
President EISENHOWER and Secretary of State JOHN FOSTER DULLES. 
The Newsletter states that the defeat of the Bricker Amendment 
is another blow to patriotic Americans who are engaged in 
the fight to preserve the constitution as the supreme law 
of the land. MacFARLAND declares that defeat of the Bricker 
Amendment makes it possible for the United States Government 
to enter into foreign treaties without the consent of the 
people, which treaties supersede the constitution.

Part of Newsletter No. 34 is devoted to an attack 
of the NATO Status of Forces Treaty.

Status of Forces Treaty as being- "Infamous" In that It deprives 
American servicemen of the very constitutional rights which 
they are helping to defend.

Wire-tap 
evidence Is characterized as "self-Incriminating," and it is 
stated in the Newsletter that it is quite possible to "edit" 
such evidence In such a manner as to produce evidence so 
damning as to bring about the almost-automatic conviction 
of the individual against whom it may be used. 

This Newsletter also proposes that the United 
States Government should discontinue pouring billions of 
dollars down foreign rat holes in the vain attempt to buy 
allies. The Newsletter argues that it is better to strengthen 
proven allies, like the Chinese Nationalists and the South 
Koreans, both of whose peoples have remained loyal anti-Communists 
even in the face of appeasement-minded pressure from the United 
State's.

Newsletter No. 35 j Aprll-May, 195*+ 

This Newsletter is devoted, almost in its entirety, 
to an "expose" of the blueprints for global statehood through 
the United Nations. It concerns plans afoot to r.evise the 
United Nations charter in 1955. It is stated that the 
Eisenhower administration is preparing to ask for the abolition 
of the veto and for certain other amendments which will give 
the United Nations even greater authority over the United States, 
both in foreign and domestic affairs. 
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It Is pointed out, however, that the real blue¬ 
prints for re-making the United Nations Into a world state 
were mapped out In London, England, In 1953. MacFARLAND 
declares herein that the London Conference of Parliamentary 
Conference on World Government mapped out two plans in 
furtherance of the above-stated objective;- Plan "A" Is the 
model which all leading one world organizations will seek 
to have adopted by the United Nations in 1955. Plan "B" 
is the alternative or compromise scheme to be pressed for 
if there develops too great a resistance to the first one. 

Plan "A" recommends complete, simultaneous, and 
universal disarmament by all member nations. It also recommends 
the prohibition of the production of atomic weapons. The 
jurisdiction of the International Court of Justice would be 
greatly enlarged under Plan "A." This plan also calls for 
a world legislature with very great powers. An executive 
council would be appointed by the legislative chambers. 

Every preson in the world would be a citizen of the United 
Nations, and the laws enacted by that body would be binding 
on each individual. 

Under Plan "B," five principles are proposed 
which would eventually lead to acceptance of a world constitution, 
which is dealt with in Plan n A." 


This Newsletter declares that if only one-quarter 
of the program of the London Conference of Parliamentary 
Conference on World Government is adopted, our nation will 
cease to exist. 


The Newsletter also contains a short attack on 
the Elsenhower administration, the Truman-Acheson foreign 
policy, the defeat of the Bricker Amendment, and .the NATO 
Status of Forces Treaty, It contains short favorable comments 
on SYNGMAN RHEE, CHIANG-KAI-SHEK, and Senator JOSEPH MCCARTHY.

neutralize - pure patriotism." He declared that each step 
the United States took in the international field "appeared 
innocent and inescapable, but the sum total unde rmine^our 
strength while it strengthened the Soviet Union." W 
■■I reported that the global allocation of American forces 
has given rise to critical issues. He declared that the 
constitution itself is being circumvented, even superseded, 
by treaties which, if properly made, become the supreme law 
of the land. 


The address dealt in some length with the NATO

In an editorial appearing in this Newsletter, 
MacFARLAND declares that the AFC has established friendly 
contact with many American Legion post commanders and rank 
and file members from coast to coast. He said that the AFC 
looks upon the Legion as a formidable and effective foe of 
Communism, and was sincerely honored to have gained the 
support and cooperation of many legionnaires. He declares, 
however, that a maneuver has been set in qnotion to place the 
full prestige and authority of the Legion behind UNESCO, 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization, "whose activities have so gravely threatened ~- 
the integrity of our public schools from coast to coast." 
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He points out that the menace of UNESCO propaganda was first 
recognized by the National Defense Committee of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. 


Acting upon their warning, the AFC conducted a 
three month study of a series of pamphlets directed by UNESCO 
to the special attention of teachers and educators. MacFARLAND 
states in this editorial' that the AFC findings were publipned A i r ' 
in the Newsletter for October, 1951 , under the title "^Ffeport 
to the American People on UNESCO." He declares that almost 
immediately the AFC camfc under attack by pro-Unlted Nations 
and pro-world government pressure groups from Maine to 
California. Many newspapers and periodicals published excerpts 
of "A Report to the American People on UNESCO," according to 
the editorial, and hundreds of veteran organization posts and 
patriotic and civic groups studied its contents. 

MacFARLAND declares that the AFC was proud to 
have played a part in 'directing public attention to the 
UNESCO danger. He points out, however, that although the 
American Legion adopted in 1953 a resolution declaring the 
program and activities of UNESCO to be out of step with the 
ideals of true Americanism, tremendous pressure would be 
exerted at the 1954 American Legion Convention in Washington, 

D.C., to have steam-rolled through the convention a strong 
pro-UNESCO resolution. The editorial concludes by stating 
that the AFC will fight the attempts of pressure groups to 
have the American Legion adopt a pro-UNESCO resolution. 


B. AFC Plans Concerning National 
Convention of American Legion, 
August 30th to September 2nd, 1954, 
Washington, D.C, _ 



On August 9, 1934, l^^advised that it was MacFARLAND 1 s 
view that each and every delegate to the American Legion National 
Convention, which was to begin in the latter part of September, 
1954, be given visible proof of the "type of anti-patriotic 
and otherwise unwholesome material which UNESCO places in 
the hands of American school teachers." MacFARLAND, according 
to informant, had written his renders that this could only 
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be done by establishing an AFC headquarters in Washington 
for the week of the convention. He had requested financial 
assistance in the amount of approximately $550.00 for this 
venture. Informant observed that MacFARLAND had issued a 
plea that his readers support this effort by immediate pur¬ 
chase of Newsletter No. 3° In vast quantities, by extending 
their subscriptions, or by taking one or more subscriptions 
for friends, associates, or local patriotic, veteran, or 
civic groups. 

^H^ furnis hed a letter prepared over the signature 
of W. HENRY MacFARLAND, JR., Executive Chairman, AFC, which 
letter was dated August 27 , 1954, and was addressed to "Dear 
Fellow American." It is stated herein that in place of the 
AFC Newsletter for August, 1954, MacFARLAND was sending to 
the reader a copy of a special release prepared by the AFC 
for use at the forthcoming National Convention of the American 
Legion, August 30th to September 2nd, 1954, Washington, D.C. 

The letter states that the special release, 
entitled "UNESCO in the Schools of the United States," con¬ 
sists of a brief introductory statement and a series of seven 
photo-offset reproductions of the same number of pages selected 
from two booklets in UNESCO's notorious series of teachers' 
guides, collectively entitled "Towards World Understanding." 
MacFARLAND states herein that legionnaires interested in 
combating State Department pressure to have their convention 
endorse UNESCO asked the AFC to prepare irrefutable, documentary 
evidence of the un-American type of material which UNESCO 
has produced and disseminated in this country. MacFARLAND 
also states that ho will be in Washington from August 27th 
to September 2nd, 1954, at the convention. 


^^furnished a copy of the pamphlet "UNESCO in 
the Schools of the United States." The face page of this 
pamphlet recites that the material therein consists of actual 
photo-offset reproductions of seven pages of UNESCO-produced 
pamphlets. It is stated that the material gives irrefutable 
support to the charge that UNESCO is promoting an ideology 
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alien to the United States and its tax-kept public schools. 

The face page points out that underscoring and exhibit markings 
have been added, but the pages are otherwise exact copies of 
the originals. Excerpts from this pamphlet (with underscoring 
by MacFARLAND) are set out below: 

If, for example, a body of specialists such 
as the Food and Agriculture Organization were given 
powers not only to draw up plans in their respective 
fields but to bind member governments to carry 
them out, this would be a stop towards removing 
important parts of world affairs altogether from 
the realm of traditional foreign policy. It would 
be a beginning of functional world government based 
on transnational rather than international co-operation .... 

"Neither of these views has made much headway, 

. although it is evident from 3uch instances as that 
of the World Health Organization, which may adopt 
health regulations binding on Member States, that 
the door is not wholly shut on the development of 
functional world government .... 

" The chlld^ country is made to appear in his 
atlas equal in size and Importance to a hemisphere, 
from which he may conclude that its affairs are 
at least as decisive as those of the whole of Asia .... 

This is an admirable device, but would it not be 
better still if the first map constantly before the 
eyes of the child were a map of the world? On 
it he could see his own country in it3 proper 
perspective; and he would get into the habit of 
regarding the earth as his habitat, and his country 
as part of it, instead of considering the rest of 
the world as an annex to his own country.... 

"It should depict the flora and fauna of other 
regions, the spectacles of art and nature. It 
should summarize the splendours of the earth; and 
when, later on, the child began the study of national 
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geography, he would be already partly Immunized 
against an exaggerated sense of the Importance and 
beauty of his own country, that is to say, against 
that error of perspective which la at the root 
o t Jingoism and nationalism .... “ 

"Even before this, every opportunity should be 
taken to enlarge the child's Imagination and encourage 
him In an Interest In all that Is remote and strange TT.. 

" The need Is urgent for a general revision of 
textbooks, both national and general, along the 
lines recently followed by the Scandinavian countries, 
who have come to an agreement about how best to 
present the conflicts which divided them In the 
past. This revision, another task worthy of Unesco, 
should carry much further the elimination of events 
which, from the world-education point of view, 
have no value, such as the endless cataloguesof wars.,.. 

" AN INTERNATIONAL ANTHEM 

"Just as every nation has its national anthem 
whereby the feeling of belonging to the national 
community is asserted, would it not be desirable 
for all the children of the world - and, tomorrow, 
all the inhabitants of the world - to have an anthem 
expressive of their feeling of belonging to the 
human community? We have noted that certain folk¬ 
songs equally affect men of all cultures. The 
musician and the poet entrusted with the composition 
of this anthem should, therefore, employ the style 
of popular poetry and music. We have also .remarked 
that children take pleasure in singing in a foreign 
language, and hence instead of translating the anthem 
into all the languages of the world, an almost 
insuperable problem of adaptation, it might be sung 
throughout the world in one of the two Unesco languages, 
French or English.... 
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"For the moment. It Is sufficient to note that 
It Is most frequently In the family that the children 
are Infected with nationalism by hearing what Is 
national extolled and what is foreign disparaged.... 

We shall presently recognize In nationalism the 

major obstacle to tho development of world-mlHcTedness ... 

" As long as the child breathes the poisoned air 
of nationalism, education in world-mlndedness can 
produce only rather precarious results . As we 
have pointed out. It is frequently the family that 
infects the child with extreme nationalism. The 
school should therefore use the mc-an3 described 
earlier to combat family attitudes that favour 
Jingoism .... 

" Education for world-mlndedness at present 
encounters obstacles outside the school. The 
principal one certainly Is nationalism . If the 
feeling oi belonging to the human community develops 
normally by an extension of the feeling of belonging 
to the national community, It cannot possibly 
develop from that caricature of patriotism which 
is extreme nationalism.... Education for world- 
mlndedness is not a problem that the school can 
solve within Its own walls or with its own means . 

It Is a political problem even more than a educational 
one, and the present position of teachers does not. 

In general, permit them to intervene in the field 
of politics with the requisite authority. 

"In our opinion It is essential that, on.the one 
hand, a Children's Charter should secure for all 
children such education as Is summarized In this 
report, which alone can create the atmosphere In 
which development of world-mlndedness is conceivable; 
and that, on the other hand, a Teachers 1 Charter 
should secure for all members of the teaching pro¬ 
fession the liberty to provide such an education 
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by the means they decide upon, as well as the right 
of access to commissions and councils responsible 
for the organization of public education...." 


C, Second Annual Flag Day

of the Adelphia Hotel, 13th and Chestnut Streets, Philadelphia. 
Tickets were $5.00 each. MacFARLAND had issued a letter in 
regard to the Second Annual Flag Day Radio Dinner in which 
he stated he was depending upon every AFC supporter in or 
near Philadelphia to be present at the dinner and to bring 
a friend or business associate. He also had stated in this 
letter that the sale of dinner tickets would cover but half 
of the total expenses, and he expressed the hope that those 
persons who could not attend would give a little extra 
financial aid. 


MacFARLAND declared that the 1953 dinner produced 
a deficit of $102.21, but he observed, "We did launch what 
I earnestly pray will one day become the traditional Flag Day 
event in this city where our colors were first unfurled, 
ten years before the republic was born, in 1777 ."

II. ACTIVITIES 

Confidential Informant who has furnished reliable 

information in the past, advised on November 29 , 1954 that 
MAC FARLAND had stated a group from the AFC was planning to 
attend a rally in New York City on behalf of Senator JOSEPH 
MC CARTHY of Wisconsin that evening. Informant said MAC FARLAND 
appeared to be pleased at the response of the local group to this 
affair. 




^^advised on March 21 and May 4, 1955 that he did 
not believe any Newsletters had been published by MAC FARLAND - ^ 
subsequent to the Newsletter of June - July 1954. On the 
latter date, informant said that MAC FARLAND planned to get out 
a Newsletter in the near future. Informant was unable to ascertain 
a re ason for the inactivity on the part of the AFC and MAC FARLAND. 
©|0did stated, however, that MAC FARLAND had remarked in early 
May 1955 that the Constitution Party Association of Pennsylvania, 
(MAC FARLAND became registrar of this organization in 1952), might 
become more ^^e politically in the summer months. MAC FARLAND, 
according to indicated that the Constitution Party might 

try to get a place on the ballot in the 1955 Philadelphia City 
Elections. 
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On July 20 , 1955, vised that he had been unable 
to secure any more pertinent information concerning MAC FARLAND 
or the AFC.

"The committee noted a ’significant interchangeability 
of propagandists for the alleged patriotic ’Common Sense’ and 
the avowedly Fascist Renaissance Party.’ 

"It identified MAC FARLnND as one of the ’propagandists. 
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"At his home here, MAC FARLAND, who is 33, denied any 
affiliation with the National Renaissance Party, and said 
he once was a contributor to ‘Common Sense,’ which he 
said is not Fascist. 

"‘I agree with the committee as to the National 
Renaissance Party being Fascist,' he said. 'They are. 

They have recruited young people in New York, storm 
trooper style, and that sort of thing. 

"'I wouldn't agree with categorizing 'Common Sense' 
as being Fascist. All they do is put out a newspaper, 
and as long as we have a free press they have a right to 
do so. ' 

"Party Secretary 

"He said that in 19^S or 19^9 he contributed to 'Common 
Sense,' but not since then. 

"MAC FAR LAND said the American Flag Committee, which 
has held meetings here, has four other state committees - 
in California, Illinois, Maryland and New Jersey. 

"In 1952 MAC FARLAND became secretary of the Constitution 
Party which was organized here to enroll conservatives from 
both major parties. 

"In 1951 the House Un-American Activities Committee 
classified as 'Fascist' the National Action League. MAC FARLA 
was listed as a leader of this group by the Illinois American 
Legion's Americanism commission." 
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Careful consideration has been given to each source 
concealed and T symbols have been utilized only where 
necessary.

On November 18, 1957, by means of a pretext telephone 
call to W, HENRY MAC PARLAND at the above telephone number, 
an Agent of the FBI ascertained that MAC FARLAND is the Editor 
and Publisher of a Newsletter entitled the American Flag 
Committee Newsletter. This newsletter is temporarily suspended; 
however, MAC FARLAND advised that he expects to have the 
publication back in circulation by late December 1957 or early 
January 1958. 

MAC FARLAND stated that his ^principal source of 
Income is derived from public speaking on such political 
subjects as "Statelsm, Socialism and Collectlvelsm." According 
to MAC FARLAND, these speaking engagements are secured by 
"word of mouth." 



Miscellaneous 

On August 16, 1957, Confidential Informant __ 
advised that he had obtained the following information 
MAC FARLAND concerning MAC FARLAND 1 s past activities, 
advised that, according to MAC FARLAND, MAC FARLAND first 
became Interested in Communist activities during World War II 
when he was employed at the United States Army Supply Branch 
in Philadelphia. During his employment from approximately 
1941 to 1944, he read several books which attempted to expose 
Fascism and Nazism in the United States. Following his

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separation from the Government service In 1944, he became 
interested in Communist activities from the standpoint of 
exposing them.

According to 
MAC FARLAND, the purpose of this Committee was to have certain 
principles incorporated into the platforms of these two major 
political parties, MAC FARLAND said that the Committee went cut 
of existence after the conventions ended. 

The Committee for Nationalist Action has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

Beyond this substantially added expense, I am especially anxious that the support 
of this particular issue be sufficient to allow us to continue our research and cur con¬ 
tact work with those in a position to cooperate in developing a nationwide groundswell 
far a full scale probe of the Lincoln Project .

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LINCOLN PROJECT GOALS FINALLY BA-RED BY OFFICIAL COMRJNIST PRES;

House of Representatives joined the Senate in passing th; Ad¬ 
ministration's "Voting Rihnts Act of 1965". a comprehensive 
end detailed substantiation of our 1956 exposure of thj Lir.celr 
Project was finally published by THE WORKER, official organ of 
the Communist Party, U.S.AL. 

Ihe Lincoln Project was masterminded and launched by the 
Party's all-powerful Central Committee late in 1956.

The U. S. Senate 
voted to limit debate on the Bill on the very day (June 24th) 
that its Members received the Report. Two days later, 77 Sen¬ 
ators voted to enact this legislation upon uhich the Communist 
Party has planned its political comeback in the United States.

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Thru cut tho nonth of Juue, our 1956 Report *.;os publicly u by nur .7 ccr.sorva.tivo cr u‘ r.i- 
zations or.d periodicals, and received rather wide reportage via both the daily ar.d vooldy 
press in nany ao'eas of the South. It was blacked out, of course, by most newspapers else¬ 
where. During June, however, ©very Menber of the House of Representatives (who, it is to 
be renenbered, received an individual copy of our Report in Kay) was nado further ai/are of 
the Voting Rights Act's relationship to the Lincoln Pro.ject by letters from constituents, 
telegrams, and personal approaches by both constituents and colleagues. Notwithstanding 
all this, the Report was ignored, and 333 House Members voted, on July 9th, to pass tho 
measure behind which‘have gone nearly nine years of Cccranunist plann i ng and dispatch. 

I believe that the American People should have an available record of tho names of 
those Senators and Representatives who, having prior Inowl edge of evidence involving the 
Cozrrunist Party in its authorship, voted to pass the Voting Rights Act of 1965 into law. 
Below, therefore, is reproduced the results of the roll-call votes in both Senate and House 
as they appeared in the official CONGRESSIONAL RECORD. The Senate vote, taken on Wednesday 
1-hy 26th, was reported on page 11341 of tho RECORD for that date. The House action took 
place on Friday^ July 9th, and appears on page 15716 of that day's RECORD. In this break¬ 
down the “Yeas" favored and the "flays" opposed enactr_.it of 
the Bill. Also, when checking for the nane of a par ticular 
House Member, note that each of the three ’iaster" columns 
consist of three sub-columns.

Frcm its inception following tho Bolshevist revolution 
in Russia in 1917, the Ceramist Party, U.S.I., has sought to 
agitate and en-ploit racial conflict as a part cf its overall 
program of domestic infiltration and subversion both cf govern¬ 
ment and private qoai-political pressure groups.

and elective process within their cvn borders, With alleged denial of Negro voting rights 
in a number of Southern States as the cause celebre, the proposed remedy will be a series 
of Federal statutes vesting in the Executive branch of car Washington Regime a virtual to¬ 
talitarian control over almost every phase cx the election laws of our 4S States l 

To implement the Project, the Communist Party's Central Commit to a will begin dis¬ 
patching specially trained agents to eleven southern statesneort month to work with local 
Party loaders in surveying for twenty counties, any cne of \ihich might be ideally suited 
to bo selected as the target for provoking the preplanned initial disorder early in 1965. 
This survoy will continue through 1957, the Central Committee making the choice of twenty 
counties after analysing the reports of its agents early in 195S, Theroafccr, the Party 
will intensify recruitment and organisational cue rations in the counties so designated, 
with the final selection cf a single target location being made on the basis of the most 
favorable conditions prevailing in 1965. 

During tho later years cf this period, incidents involving ostensible attempts to 
integrate schools, colleges and public and private accommodations will be sparked in a num¬

Dr. King weakened his appeal, 
however, when like a number of 
leaders he felt constrained to 
dissociate himself from "commu¬ 
nism,” with the assertion tbat he, 
too, wanted to sec the defeat of 
"communism." He added that 
this won't happen "by guns or 
bombs or gases." 

In getting CORE to table its 
resolution demanding U.S. troop 
withdrawal from Vietnam, Far¬ 
mer insisted that it "was com¬ 
pletely .in line with my per¬ 
sonal views." But he went on 
to say that he didn't “believe 
the civil rights movement and 
the peace movement should be 
merged."

THE TirtF.D anniversary of 
Algerian independence was made 
a mockery last Monday by the 
regime of army chief Houari 
Boumedienno, when it banned all 
parades and other public 
demonstrations of the people. 
Obviously, Boumedienne and his 
aides feared the masses would 
express their disapproval of his 
seizure of power. 

The disclosure last week of 
the composition of the "Revolu¬ 
tionary Council" showed how 
completely a military coup Bou- 
medienne's seizure of power 
really was. Of the 26 members, 
only two arc “non-military.” 

WASHINGTON COMMENT 

In a radio broadcast, Boumc- 
dienne's innocuous remarks 
about fighting "colonialism" en¬ 
couraged Washington. It was 
pointed out that Boumedienne 
had not attacked the U.S. by 
.name, nor had he mentioned by 
name Vietnam, the Dominican 
Republic, or the Congo.

Originally, 
Boumedienne had hoped to pick 
a civilian majority for the Coun¬ 
cil, with a civilian head and him¬ 
self as the real ruler behind the 
scenes. But he obviously was 
unable to get the civilians .cr 
as nominal head of the regime 
or as members of the council, so 
he and his military friends had 
to take power openly.

The past fourteen months have been devoted almost entirely to long, tedious and costly ef- 
“• forts to help our Republic survive the long-planned massive internal assault by which the Com¬ 
munist Party, U.S.A. hopes to control Congress and the drafting of platforms and nomination 
of candidates at both Republican and Democratic national conventions during this Presidential 
and Congressional election year, 1968. 


This, I felt, should best be accomplished by devoting full time to the task of getting this 
Red blueprint, which we exposed in detail in our Lincoln Project Report back in 1956, recognized 
by as many key governmental, religious, civic and veteran group leaders who might be willing 
to be shown, by studying our 1956 and subsequent advance reports of how the impending terror 
of nationwide insurrection was planned and timed, that tins summer's most serious challenge to 
lawful authority at all levels of government has indeed been pre-arranged as part of the larger 
conspiracy to create a Soviet America by July 4, 1976. 

The results have been gratifying, as explained in the enclosed Newsletter, but the effort 
has brought opposition pressure of a kind we have never before experienced and a tremendous 
and urgent debt. At various points our mailings have been sabotaged by volunteer workers, 
incoming correspondence withheld, etc. We are now operating with the aid of only a single vol¬ 
unteer. Financial aid has been limited to a mere handful of longtime supporters, while orders 
for past-issued Newsletters have been drastically curtailed by our own eagerness to encourage 
other patriotic organizations and publications with far greater coverage to reprint our material 
on the gathering forces of subversion. Also, as many new readers who will receive this mail¬ 
ing know, we have supplied single copies of our past reports to hundreds of inquirers at absolute¬ 
ly no charge. 

To carry on under such circumstances, we have been forced to incur obligations in ex¬ 
cess of $3,000. Of this, the total printing and mailing costs of the enclosed Newsletter, •with 
which we hope to inaugurate MONTHLY publication, amounts to $620.00, and tliis must be paid 
before April 10th. 

There is an urgent need to follow the enclosed Newsletter with monthly issues at least thru 
the summer and fall months. Our sources of information which enabled us to reveal the Commun¬ 
ist timetable of events for 1956-76 twelve years ago are still intact and much additional research 
data needs to be gotten to print as soon as our finances will allow. I also wish help in continuing 
the person-to-person contacts with municipal, state and federal officialdom, without sacrificing 
issuance of our Newsletters in order to do it. TNClGSURc, jf / 7 " ' " 

In order to do an effective and efficient work, we must clear our present debt and have a 



guaranteed monthly gross inc. ne of not less than $850.00, which \._.l cover all basic monii y 
operating expenses, including rent, utilities, telephone, minimum printing of 5000 copies of 
each Newsletter, postage and standard office supplies and my own actual living expenses in de¬ 
voting full time to the research and preparation of the Newsletter and activities allied with the 
cause which we have strived to have it serve. 

Thruout the years since 1950, when our Newsletter was launched, our gross annual sup¬ 
port has never exceeded $12,000 from all sources (subscriptions, bulk orders and contributions), 
while remaining below $8,000 for the greater number of those years. During this period, we 
have resorted to practically none of the commercial advertising, promotion or fund-raising 
techniques to reach peak mass circulation.uOur regular subscribers number less than 1,200 
paid, a preponderant majority of whom are officers or active members of patriotic, veteran 
and civic organizations which have made frequent use of our research material in their own 
legislative activities, in keeping their memberships informed of events not reported or not de¬ 
tailed elsewhere, or in connexion with their own publications, reports, reprints, etc. 

This has been our guiding objective— to provide carefully researched and accurately pre¬ 
sented information from original investigation in a number of areas relating to the one single 
cause of preserving (or must we now say RESTORING?) the independence of these United States 
of America and the sovereign rights and freedoms of their citizens under our legally constituted 
republican form of government. Thus, our Newsletter pioneered the nationwide exposure of UN¬ 
ESCO in 1951, the NATO Status of Forces Treaty (before its ratification) in 1953, the Communist 
Party’s Lincoln Project in 1956, the experimental drugging of American public school children in 
1959, the Communist Party's Operation'76 (successor to the completed Lincoln Froject) in 1966, 
and a number of reports concerning the political direction of practices and legislation in the field 
of "mental health" for purposes of thought control and circumvention of constitutional safeguards 
against unjust prosecution and imprisonment. 

I believe that our long record of trustworthy research, reporting and accurate forewarnings 
of the internal crisis which now threatens the very lives and physical property of every rnan, 
woman and cMld in the Nation entitles me to ask you, our old and new subscribers and recent 
inquirers, to meet the immediate financial needs by which we can begin MONTHLY publication 
by May 1st.

Time for American People to Demand Protection of Congress from 
Second King-Triggered Chaos Blueprinted by Communist 
Party, U.S.A. and Exposed in Exact Detail by this Newsletter in 19561 

Dear fellow-American: 

Twelve years ago the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. launched its current drive toward outright capture 
of the Government of these United States of America. In Decem¬ 
ber, 1956, this Newsletter published its special report titled THE 
"LINCOLN PROJECT" - BLUEPRINT FOR CHAOS. In this exclus¬ 
ive expose* we detailed the Red battle-plan and precise timetable 
for achievement cf a Soviet America, including the step-by-step 
transformation of the Civil Rights Movement into a revolutionary 
terror arm for Party objectives and Party-directed mass national 
upheaval. 

Our repoit, compiled from patriotic underground sources op¬ 
erating within both the Party and its extensive ’front' apparatus, pin¬ 
pointed 1965 and 1968 as target dates for pre-planned key Communist 

advances here on the domestic scene. April 15, 1965-the 100th 

anniversary of the assassination of President Abraham Lincoln-—- 
was fixed for enactment and signing of a voting rights act drafted 
(in 1956) by the legal staff of the Communist Party itself. This cur¬ 
rent presidential election year, 1968, was given for’the fielding of 
nationwide Red-directed political activity which would link civil 
rights, labor and peace leaderships to the rise of a new party of 
the radical Left. As its mass power base { the party would depend 
upon the organized registration and ballot strength of hundreds of 
thousands of illiterates whom the voting rights legislation would en¬ 
franchise thruout eleven southern and border statesl

Our report was not confined to describing these long-range ob¬ 
jectives in the scheme of an ultimate Kremlin conquest of our Nation 
from witliin, but set forth in some detail the Communist Party's pre¬ 
planned development of mass lawlessness and mass terror as tactical 
weapons for coercing the U. S. Congress into accepting the Red- 
drafted voting rights legislation nine years later. So accurate was 
our information that we were able to include in our report the pre¬ 
cise operation— the mass invasion of a target southern city —which 
was designed to bring Congress to its knees, as well as a descript¬ 
ion of the* advance south-vide probing assaults by which that city— 
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Selma, Alabama — would be ..ele'eted! 

Immediate Congressional action could have broken this conspiracy almost at its inception. V 
urged a fullscale investigation and public hearings to expose and document the then-known and proli 
erating links between the Communist Party, U.S.A. (including satellite organizations under its dire 
discipline and control) and the preponderantly non-Communist main-body of the expanding Civil Rig 
Movement. Instead, Congress responded to the very first promptings which foreshadowed the planj 
anarchy and terror 6f the future by trespassing both state*and individual rights in the restrictive Ci 
Rights Act of 1957. Almost concurrently, the man whom the Communist Party selected to serve as 
national front leader and coordinator of its Lincoln Project forces, the "Reverend" Martin Luther K 
was undergoing special training at the Highlander Folk School, the Party's since-defunct orientation 
center at Monteagle, Tennessee. To our 1956 Report was added photographic evidence of King's at 
tendance at classes with high-ranking Communist officials, yet the entire Red operation proceded, i 
publicized by the mass news media and unhampered by any branch of Federal officialdom, behind th 
carefully preserved facade of a simple effort toward school desegregation in Dixie! 

Our own subsequent efforts to alert the Nation to the Red-plotted onslaught against establishec 
law and order at federal, state and local levels continued unheeded between 1957 and 1963, while th 
tempo and intensity of Lincoln Project demonstrations, marches and law-breaking increased and a 
sumed the patterns which came more and more to reveal the logistics of the expertly pre-planned 
para-military insurrection toward which the Project pointed. By 1964, the Communist Party, U.S.A 
operating thru its planted agents within essentially non-Communist organizations (such as NAACP) a 
a dozen-plus newer and violence-oriented groups and committees under complete Party discipline, 1 
taken all but total operational control of the Civil Rights Movement nationally, while its hand-picked 
1957-trained master agent, Martin Luther King, dominated the operation in the South. Using his ov 
organization, the Southern Christian Leadership Conference as his specific power base, King super 
ed the operations (precisely described in our 1956 Report) by which Selma, Alabama was selected fc 
vasion a year later, maintained and developed contact and liaison with both domestic and foreign lea 
ers of the then-mushrooming worldwide Black Power "International", and began joining the issue of 
desegregation to the peace and anti-poverty programs pressed by the Communist Party and its politi 
cal and religious allies of the "New Left". Here, again, our 1956 Report exposed this outcome— th 
linking of the Civil Rights Movement to well-recognized objectives of Communist Party (and Kremlin 
domestic and foreign policy —as the concurrent result of Lincoln Project macliinations, which v/oulc 
prepare the way for the next steps toward Red takeover of power in these United States following en¬ 
actment of the 1965 Voting Rights Act which was the Project’s chief goal.

With Congress under the domination of an overwhelming liberal-leftist bi-partisan coalition, s 
cess of the Lincoln Project was actively abetted by further weakening of local and state authority in t 
area of self-government under provisions of the sweeping Civil Rights Act of 1964. The Nation was 
bombarded by the knowing lie that its passage would go far toward easing racial tensions and restor¬ 
ing peace and order to communities hard-hit by mounting marches and street demonstrations of imp: 
ient civil righters, even as Selma was being set up for virtual capture by organised law-breakers in 
tent upon coercing further concessions a year later. 

Following the infamous march on Selma, and as Congress considered the Voting Rights Act 
which nine years of Communist Paxty planning had put before it, we again mailed a copy of our 1956 
Report to each and every Senator and Representative, so that each was well aware of the natui-e of 
the legislation being pressured for enactment. We also prepared a provision-by-provision analysis 
of the Act itself, showing that it failed in only one single respect to conform to the specifications in it 
down in the legislation drafted by the legal staff of the Communist Party, U.S.A. and made its Lincol 
Project assignment nine years earlier. We published this analysis in AFC Newsletter f'6S. Cong res 
was pressured by the threat of nationwide disorder to ignore Lite Red origin of the bulk of the Icgislat

ion and, with utter disregaro r the consequences, handed the Coi, .unist Party, U.S.A. and Mos¬ 
cow the potential for acliieving that balance of political power wliich the Lincoln Project strategists 
blueprinted as the key to major ballot-box victories in 1968 and succeeding election years. 

Almost immediately upon its triumph, and aided by a U. S. Supreme Court decision (relieving 
Red leaders of the need to register with the U. S. Justice Department) which was all but coincidental 
with fruition of its decade-long political quest, the Communist Party, U.S.A. came out from under¬ 
ground and, in June of 1966, met in formal national convention in New York City. There the "New 
Left" (the coalition of radical Leftist racist, religious and peace groupings wliich the 10-year Lin¬ 
coln Project had brought under operational Party control) was for the irst time publicly identified 
with the official Party program for withdrawal from Viet Nam, unilateral U. S. disarmament, the or¬ 
ganization of joint anti-poverty/"black power" agitation and the development of a new religion and 
super-church leadership under wliich all present faiths should be phased into the secular activities of 
an ecumenical social world gospel. 

With this publicly-proclaimed program went plans for organized mass terror of a kind never be 
fore encountered in these United States of America. Once again, as in 1956, we were able to publish 
details of "Operation’76", the Communist Party's new 10-year blueprint for accomplishing the total 
capture of the U. S. Government initiated by the Lincoln Project, in AFC Newsletter #72, August, 196 
a year before trained Communist agents unleashed pre-planned tactical assaults to test their own log¬ 
istics and probe municipal, state and federal defense responses in such selected target cities as 
Detroit, Newark, Cleveland, Rochester and Milwaukee. Unlike 1956, our advance report of the on¬ 
coming horrors scheduled for 1967 and 1968 led to official recognition of the peril in Philadelphia, 
Chicago and Los Angeles. All three cities were included on the Party’s 1967 assault agenda, but wer< 
spared the fate of the others by effective police counter-measures which repeatedly Kept overt "in¬ 
cidents" at a minimum and in all instances blocked both the formation and deployment of pre-riot 
forces. The law-abiding residents of these three leading U. S. cities owe their safety also to their 
respective mayors (all Democrats and liberals, but now aware of the true nature of the menace aheac 
who have thus far stood firm against tremendous pressure from varied sources to place political re¬ 
straints upon their law-enforcement agencies. 

Our Newsletter has had to yield to the greater demand of reaching top civil and police officials 
at municipal, county, state and federal levels, and of convincing them of the outright Communist nat¬ 
ure and objectives of the planned internal upheaval wliich lay ahead. This could best be accomplished 
by placing in the hands of such authorities a complete file of our own pre-published reports on the con 
spiracy, including our initial exposure of the Lincoln Project and Operation'76 in wliich the Communis 
Party's blueprints for capturing our Government by the mass demonstrations and lawlessness of 1963- 
65 and the organized mass terror of 1967 and 1968 were accurately detailed and timetabled by us long 
years in advance of our present plight. 

The results of this intensive effort to help prevent the Communist Party and its field agents fron 
achieving the maximum political advance which its Lincoln Project planners charted for 1968 almost 
twelve years ago have been gratifying from municipal and state levels, where a fine response has been 
obtained from an increasing number of elected and appointed government officials. As previously not¬ 
ed in the cases of our own city of Philadelphia, Chicago and Los Angeles, mass violence (and in Phila¬ 
delphia, the planned poisoning of ranking police officials called to riot duty!) was thwarted by admin¬ 
istrations of quite liberal persuasion. Most encouraging of all, police authorities in a majority of 
ouj Nation's urban centers have, with increasingly firm backing of mayors, councils and other civil¬ 
ian officials, prepared themselves for action in pr eventing , rather than putting down, local insur¬ 
rections of the kind tint devastated Detroit and Newark last year. Both the weaponry and procedures 
which will be employed to safeguard the lives and property of all law-abiding citizens (and those who 
constitute the majority of the Negro community are being especially victimized by the Red agitation) 
will he those normally demanded for dealing with home front a inn-csss inn dh-frf.-ri -» i».-^ ,..«n 
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will be those normally demancic:d in resisting home front aggression directed by a long and well estc 
lished fifth column serving the interests of a foreign enemy. 

And once again it is the "Reverend" Martin Luther King who emerges as the key. front man in 
defining the demands of the revolutionaries and igniting the fuse which will set off the nationwide se 
es of explosions planned as the means of achieving those demands twelve years ago. As the march 
on Selma, Alabama, signaled the outbreak of a wave of overt lawlessness and violence which was 
steadily escalated thru the "hot summers" of 1965, '6 6 and '67, so now, in 1968, will King's even 
more carefully planned April march on the Nation's Capitol serve as the cue for initiation of the ex¬ 
pertly devised and timed program of Red front action by which its most violent elements are to lay 
literal seige to the pillars of the U. S. Government itself. 

The basic planning behind the Lincoln Project and Operation'76 has been, as we have emphasi 
ed and re-emphasized with each of our advance reports, not to overthrow the Government by direct 
action of armed force alone, but to take over operational control of the executive, legislative and ju 
icial machinery by which the Government functions. Mass terror in the streets accompanied by a 
rising crescendo of support for the acceptance of the terrorist leaders' peace terms by less violent 
Red front groups and non-violent organizations wedded to the program of the New Left during the de 
cade of Lincoln Project infiltration and intrigue— this has been, is, and will continue to be the form 
by which the Communist Party, U.S.A. hopes to complete its Kremlin assignment by 1976! 

The Red timetable for conquest of the United States is actually well ahead of schedule. The 
hour for successful counter-action grows late and, if missed, may see our Republic succumb to the 
forces of World Dictatorship which are varied, but which share a common goal in overcoming the 
United States of America as the last barrier to universal conquest. 

This Newsletter, with wliich we pray we shall be enabled to resume regular and far more fre¬ 
quent publication, finds us debt-rideen and in URGENT AND IMMEDIATE NEED of EMERGENCY 
financial aid in continuing the struggle. We have worked thrv.out the past fifteen months on the sup¬ 
port of a few longtime subscribers and several thousand dollars in personally borrowed funds and 
credit. With this, we have reached hundreds of responsive public officials with the full details of 
Communist planning since 1956, and perhaps close to 100,000 leaders and active members of patriol 
ic, veteran, religious and political organizations and the general public. Now, to carry on, we nec< 
the help of every old and new subscriber, and of every American reading this Newsletter for the 
first time, both to relieve the debt burden we are carrying and to reach at least a majority of the

timetable. The following year, 1966, King’s success was punctuated by the public re-emergence of 
the Communist Pcrty, U.S.A. at its 18th national convention in New York. There the Party's top bri 
identified the Red cause with the so-called "New Left" (the coalition of racist ("black power"), relig 
ous, peacenik, labor and "anti-poverty" forces brought together during the ten years of Lincoln Proj 
ect activity. Behind closed doors, the direction which this coalition would take as a battering-ram 
against the pillars of local, state and federal government was revealed in "Operation’76", the Party' 
second ten year plan for outright capture of the reins of the Government of the entire United States c 
July 4, 1976—the 200th anniversary of our Declaration of Independence from England. Again, this 
NEWSLETTER published the details of this unfolding blueprint for controled revolutionary activity, 
subversion, religious persecution and peacemeal enslavement long in advance of the Red-directed 
burning of American cities (in preparation for more heinous atrocities this summer) in 1967. 

King’s role as Lincoln Project leader from 1957 until 1965 was to prepare the ground for the 
steady escalation of organized resistance to and assaults upon the very prime function of govemmen 
itself the authority and ability to preserve law, order and public peace and safety. His special val 
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in this regard was found in his unparallelled ability to manufacture and develop what Lenin describe 
almost a half century ago as indispensable to the forcible Red overthrow of established government 
whatever country it might be attempted— a "revolutionary situation". Lenin, a genius in the logist 
of rebellion, the tactical deployment and coordination of the forces of psychological, political and a 
ed insurrection, taught that revolutions cannot be created without the presence of both the climate a 
conditions which render them pregnant. Once such climate and conditions exist, a virtual handful o 
Red activists can touch off the revolution at will and direct its course to the accomplishment of thei 
own pre-planned objectives. 

Since 1957, when he underwent intensive training for his task, King's role was and continued i 
til the hour of his death to be the creation of the climate and conditions necessary for revolt. His o 
genius was recognized in his ability to accomplish this purpose behind the facade of a pseudo-religic 
crusade for love, understanding, equality and human brotherhood. A truly masterful orator, he ble 
ed emotional fervor and skilled rhetoric with an amazing array of psychological devices to both spa 
and intensify the fires of greed, envy, avarice and racial and class hatreds, all in the context of im- 
passioned appeals to opposite virtues and all without being so much as scorched, either physically c 
figuratively, by the raging infernos of conflagrated communities and almost entire cities which folic 
ed in the wake of his preachings. 

While not exploring it in so great depth, this NEWSLETTER has repeatedly emphasized the fa 
that King's function in the Red conspiracy was always to spark or trigger violence, never to lead it. 
creating Lenin's "revolutionary situation", whether in a black community, an entire city or the enti 
Nation, King and hhs especially trained troupe of "non-violent" agitators had always to be the victim 
of the climate and conditions King engendered or, in the case of overt insurrection, absent from the 
scene when the McKissicks, Carmichaels, Rap Browns and other revolutionary activists moved in tc 
exploit the aroused passions and implanted discontent of the local population and imported camp foil 
ers left behind. By this pre-planned strategem, King was able to boast of leading a revolution (whic 
he did not) while surviving charges of being culpably guilty of fomenting one (which he was)I 

In reporting on King's mass march on Wasliington (set for April 22nd) in AFC Newsletter #74 
(Spring, 1968), we referred to it as the pre-planned event signaling the reign of terror which the Co 
munist Party and its international apparatus blueprinted for this election year in 1956. We describe 
the march and King's part in precipitating the events which would follow in its wake as follows: 

"And once again it is the "Reverend" Martin Luther King who emerges as the key front man in 
defining the demands of the revolutionaries and igniting the fuse which will set off the nationwide se: 
es of explosions planned as the means of achieving those demands twelve years ago. As the march 
on Selma, Alabama, signaled the outbreak of a wave of overt lawlessness and violence which was 
steadily escalated thru the "hot summers" of 1965, '66 and '67, so now t in 1968, will King's even 
more carefully planned April march on the Nation's Capitol serve as the cue for initiation of the ex¬ 
pertly devised and timed program of Red front action by which its most violent elements are to lay 
literal seige to the pillars of the U. S. Government itself." 

Voluminous evidence in the files of both the Federal Bureau of Investigation and U. S. Military 
Intelligence substantiates King's role as a dedicated Communist agent who, since 1956, had worked 
with and coordinated his own SCLC activities in liaison with fellow Red agents preaching frank, opei 
and bloody revolution. This evidence includes frequent contact and conferences with alien foreign 
agents representing the Soviet Union, Red China and North Vietnam. The evidence links him to Con 
munists operating within both the National and World Councils of Churches to create a single Red- 
dominated religious confession (see AFC. Newsletter #73, "Operation'76 and the Church of World 
Brotherhood. Finally, the evidence is conclusive in incriminating King's "poor peoples' march" on 
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Nation’s capitol as the long and n. .iculously planned cumin-raiser o.. a late spring and summer of 
massive anc? nationwide terror and subversion— that is, the "chaos" which this NEWSLETTER fore¬ 
warned for our Country in exposing the Red blueprint back in 1956. 

Martin Luther King was assassinated in Memphis on April 4th because of the premature out¬ 
break of mob violence which attended his intervention in the garbage collectors’ strike there several 
days before. The outbreak compromised King's public image as a leader of peaceable protest and at 
ance destroyed his ability to perform as such in the march on Washington, then but three weeks away 
No one knew this better than King, himself, who, for the first time in his career, and in full view of 
perhaps millions of tv and newsreel viewers, lost all of the dignity and composure that were part of t 
iraunted King image, called frantically for a halt to the demonstration he had initiated and fled in near 
panic from the scene. Why? With all that King represented, he proved himself never to be a physica 
:oward. With his own specially trained "passive resisters" (he planned to use three thousand in the 
narch on Washington), he gloried in provoked manhandling and arrest by local law enforcement offic¬ 
ers. He surely had no fear of personal assault by the garbagerhen, whose cause he was espousing. 
Why, then, flee? Why not remain to enhance his image (in preparation for the Washington march, if 
lor no other reason) by assisting the police to restore order and calm? 

We here charge that King neither provoked the violence which spelled his death sentence nor 
suffered its outbreak by miscalculation. We charge that it was instigated by one or more activist Rec 
revolutionaries operating from within the ranks of the strikers and that King recognized the perpet¬ 
rators) and the motive behind the provocation. We charge that King at that moment knew that he had 
)een made a man marked for death by fellow conspirators with whom he had worked so diligently in 
he past, and that he would not live to lead the march on Wasliington nor to witness its explosive after 
nath. 

As in the assassination of President John Kennedy, the King slaying was expertly and advance- 
)lanned. The killer was hand-picked to establish white racism as the motive for the killing and, spec 
fically, to calumnize the campaign of the only presidential candidate who presently threatens the 196- 
olitical objectives of the 1956 Lincoln Project planners— George Wallace. Finally, the hired killer 
mjoyed the protection of a sophisticated conspiracy which extended thru municipal to federal levels, 
.nd which afforded him both leisure in the commission of the crime and a perfectly laid, timed and 
•amouflaged route of escape. 

In our June Newsletter, we shall pursue the specifics of the tactical decision which led to King's 
dctimizat’ion and death and will publish documentation of the Communist Party line in substantiation 
f the charge we have made concerning the carefully prearranged nature of events surrounding the 
laying. If this Republic is to survive, it is urgent that the nature of the revolution which is now upon 
s be understood in the light of its 1956 planning. For this, Martin Luther King's death must not be 
ermitted to be exploited to explain this year's chaos as spontaneous reaction to his martyrdom. As 
a Poe's classic, Memphis was visited by the Red Death on April 4th. For the safety of the Nation, 
nd for the Negro community that is being made its special pawn, the Conspiracy's mask must be 
Dm away.

Because of there just not being sufficient hours in the day to handle 
this work load and the research and production of the NEWSLETTER, we fall much too far behind 
in filling our orders and other vital tasks.

F or the pail several decades the 
Communist Party and its domes¬ 
tic front groups have made 
common cause with the Liberal Estab¬ 
lishment in seeking to expunge data per¬ 
taining to race and religion from the 
public records of federal, state and local 
government, including law-enforcement 
agencies whose ability to maintain so¬ 
cial order can seriously be impaired by 
an informational void in this area. 

Now, in the wake of the promul¬ 
gation of "Operation ’76" at the 18th 
National Convention of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. in New York City last 
June (See Winter, 1966 The Ameri¬ 
can Mercury, page 46), Party lead¬ 
ers and agents active in both 
Leftist and liberal organization! 
the length of the Country have 
been ordered to reverse their 
stand and work most diligently (or the 
racio-rcligious identification of every 
man, woman and child in the Nation 
as part Of a “personal inventory" which 
key officials of the U.S. Census Bureau 
wish to have incorporated in the 1970 
nose-count-—The—about-fac e was ^rc- 
quired'by the moat sinister aspect erf, 
Party's new and final 10-year plan\ 
taking the United States into the \ 
oviet-oriented World Government datr ' 
for consummation on July 4, 1976. j 
' i aspect is that of the Party’s assign- / 
ed ro)©4n giving impetus and direction 
to an amalgamatio n of or ganized'reb- 
gious bodies which Moscow has blue¬ 
printed to emerge, iri the early 1970s, 
as a universal "Church of World 
Brotherhood." 

The Party's altered positioo on the 
propriety of completing an up-to-date 
racial and religious census arises from 
the need for statistical data on which 
to chart the vast church merger and is 
paralleled by a similar shift in Party 
policy with respect to its traditional 
hostility toward religion itself. Since 
the 1920s, trained Red agents have 
indeed infiltrated both the clergy and 
the laity to subvert the bases of faith 
in a Divine Creator and re-direct 
church and church-allied activities into 
purely social channels of a nature less 
hostile to Communist goals. This infil¬ 
tration resulted in the operational cap¬ 
ture of the old Federal Council of 
Churches during the 1930s, which has 
been maintained and apparently render¬ 
ed permanent insofar as its successor, 
the National Council of Churches, is 
concerned. This control veered the 
"mainstream" of Protestantism inexor¬ 
ably to the Left, giving those denomi¬ 
nations and individual churches which 
remained faithful to traditional Christ¬ 
ian precepts a "stigma” similar to that 
which like methods employed in the 


political sphere imparted to those re¬ 
maining loyal to fundamental constitu¬ 
tionalism. For the most part, the Cath¬ 
olic Church was unaffected by these 
borings into the body of world Christ¬ 
endom—or at least seemingly so— 
until the passing of Pius XII in 1958, 
after which there was evidenced a most 
marked and rapid deterioration in the 
Vatican's anti-Bolshevist resolve which, 
in less than a decade, has seen that 
Church transformed from an implacable I 
foe of Communism into an active and 
quite powerful advocate of coexistence 
both with Moscow and Red China. At 
the same time, revolutionary changes in 
its ceoturies-long teachings have moved 
Rome closer and closer, not to tradition¬ 
al Protestantism as many Catholic lay¬ 
men suppose, but to that humanistic neo¬ 
paganism of the National and World 
Council of Churches. 

Cod Is The Enemy 

And, coincidental with this ”de- 
christianizatioo of Christianity" which 
is working to synerctize the tenets of 
Protestantism and Catholicism in wba 
amounts to a new "gospel,” there has 
come from the Kre mlin what to many 
appears to be a reciprocatory “Soft¬ 
ening” in the classical Marxist hatred of 
and for religion. Those who are being 
deceived by this are missing the point 
of attack upon which all Communist 
theoreticians, from Marx and'Lenin on¬ 
ward, have based their anti-religiosity. 
The assault has always been against the 
concept of Deity—of God as an entity 
above and beyond the vicissitudes erf 
mundane existence and human frailties, 
to whom individual man owes his first 
allegiance and to whom he may and 
should entrust bis fate both in life and 
in death. Such a concept, whether held 
by a Protestant, a Catholic, a Jew, a 
Muslim or the communicant of any 
other faith, poses an insurmountable 
obstacle to Marx's doctrine of econom¬ 
ic determinism—the “class struggle" 
theory of history—which is the basic 

rationale of modem-day "textbook” 
Communism. 

For this reason, the World Commu¬ 
nist Conspiracy has nothing to fear from 
a "religion" based on a social gospel 
which is itself the product of thinking 
in terms of the individual's helpless¬ 
ness in the face of mass economic 
forces. Indeed, Communism can find 
in such religions invaluable allies in its 
quest for global empire, and if they feel 
the necessity for transforming "God" 
into an invisible earthly comrade pre¬ 
pared to lead "the masses" in battle 
against their "capitalist oppressors" and 
keeping him as such, the Reds rightly 
judge that this profanation of Divinity 


is itself most useful to the Marxist 
cause. 

At the 18th National Convention of 
the Communist Party, U.S.A., the Red 
faithful found “Godless Religion" in¬ 
corporated in "Operation '76" as an in¬ 
strumentality, co-equal with the racio- 
political modality reported in News¬ 
letters No. 72, for effecting our Coun¬ 
try's surrender to a Soviet-dominated 
World State by July 4, 1976. The plan 
of "action is quite precise. It is geared'* 
to the creation of a single'Church of 
World Brotherhood seated in the Hoiy 
Land by the mid-1970s. The ultimate 
goal is a Global Stale Religion in which 
the. political and church powers are one 
and the same,'but this objective extends 
beyond the terminal date of Operation 
'76, whose blueprint in this area is 
restricted to fostering a domestic inter¬ 
faith union of the "mainstream" of Pro¬ 
testant, Catholic and Jewish denomina¬ 
tions in an expanded National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches, which by a seriea^of 
"guidelines” to be laid down by several 
agencies of the Federal Government, 
and later to be sustained by decisions of, 
the U.S. Supreme Court, will by force 
of law, come to include all churches, 
denominations, sects and individual 
clergymen and evangelists legally /te¬ 
as having the right to junction 
field of religion! AU peeking to 

operht^outside either.the Council or the 
guidelines 'willr In the earlier stages of 
the plan, be subjected to crippling econ¬ 
omic disabilities, and later be included 
under statutory and prosecutable 
offenses. 

The immediate target is the inter-faith 
union within the expanded NCC (pa¬ 
ralleled by a similar union within the 
World Council of Churches) on the ba¬ 
sis of a broadened social gospel which 
will encompass (1) collaboration of 
Church and Stale in fostering racial and 
religious integration, massive federal- 
slate-private “anti-poverty" and re¬ 
gionally-based urban renewal programs, 
and the coordination (and later outright 
control of all private secular and reli¬ 
gious charitable and educational activi¬ 
ties with (and later by) the Federal 
Government, and (2) the “reform" of 
religion, itself, to identify social “Com¬ 
mitment” and the "new morality" of 
unrestrained gratification of the physi¬ 
cal senses with the actual worship of 
God. 

Collaterally, all concepts of God as 
Divine Creator, Savior or Intercessor in 
the affairs of men are to be systemati¬ 
cally “nominalized" and finally elimi¬ 
nated within the Council-affiliated re¬ 
ligious bodies, with a series of Council 
pronouncements oc-the-new-faith-nad- 


raorals evolving as Council dogma 
which will come to be binding on all 
member organizations. At the same 
time, the Council, in collaboration with 
the political arm of Operation '76, will 
undertake to intensify the assault upon 
churches and Individual clergy and 
evangelists who remain outside the 
Council and faithful to fundamental 
tenets which fail to yield to the secula¬ 
rizing of God and His forms of wor¬ 
ship.
